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VNDERGROUND RAILWAY TRAINS 
BLOWN UP IN LONDON. 

§WO TERRIFIO EXPLOSIONS AT ABOUT THE 
SAME TIME AT DIFFERENT STATIONS— 
CARS SHATTERED AND MANY PASSENGERS 
BADLY WOUNDED. 

Lonpon, Oct. 81.—A terrible explosion oc- 
curred at about § o’clock last evening near the 
Praed-street underground station on the Met- 
ropolitan Railway. On the first alarm astrong 
cordon of police was summoned to preserve or- 
der, and to keep the way clear, and to convey 
‘wounded people to the hospitals. Passengers 
who were on the train at the scene of 
the explosion say that there was sud- 
denly a loud report like that ofa can- 
mon, and then a sudden darkness, 
the gas-lignts from the front to the rear of the 
train being put out. The glass was broken 
and splinters of wood flew about the cars, cut- 
ting and wounding many passengers. Above 
the din were heard the shrieks of the injured and 
panic-stricken people. All this occurred in a 
moment, and for a while confusion reigned 
supreme. The train, which was crowded, 
cortained principally country visitors re- 
turning from the Fisheries Exhibition. After 
leaving the station the train traveled stead- 
ily ahead, although the concussion smashed 
mearly all the lamps in the Praed-street sta- 
tion and caused much damage to the per- 
manent way. When the train reached the 
mext station, Edgeware Koad, the first 
effort was made to rescue the wounded. 
Bome of them were dreadfully burned 
but more were prostrated by fright. All the 
doctors, surgeries, and dispensaries in the 
neighborhood were called into requisition. 

The first impression was that an explosion 
of gas had caused the disaster, but later in- 
quiries tend to show malice. The two rear 
carriages were damaged the most. They are 
mere skeletons. 

Another theory is that the explosion was 
caused by foul gas accumulating in the tun- 
mel. This, however, is untenable, because 
no premonitory symptoms were observable. 
The general opinion of the railway 
officials and experts is that the disaster was 
eaused by some explosive material which had 
been placed, probably, in the rear carriage. 
Meanwhile a searching inquiry is proceeding. 
It is believed that about 40 persons were in- 
jured, some of them dangerously. 

Almost simultaneously with the Praed- 
street affair a violent explosion oc- 
curred on the underground railway, 
between Charing Cross and Westminster 
stations. The windows of the: signalling 
stations in the tunnel were shattered, and 
at Charing Cross the glass roof of the 
station partly collapsed. The report is 
described as being like that of artillery. The 
effects were similar to those of the Praed- 
street explosion. Carriage-lamps, windows, 
&c., were smashed. All traffic was suspended 
for awhile. Although both explosions are 
matters of the greatest mystery they are gen- 
erally thought to have been of Fenian origin. 

The shocks of both explosions are de- 
scribed by officials as very simi- 
Jar to the shock of the explosion at 
the Local Government Board Offices 
in March last, in which Gallagher was impli- 
cated. It is stated that four machines similar 
to rockets were found in the tunnel, near the 
Praed-street station. Altogether six carriages 
were shattered by the explosion near Praed- 
street. Although about 40 persons were ad- 
mitted to the hospitals many more were in- 
jured, but were sent directly to their homes, 

The Times states that since the disastrous 
vents at the local Government Eoard in 
March last nothing bas occurred which is so 
calculated to excite public alarm as the explo- 
sions last night. It is evident that the occur- 
rence was not anaccident. The explosives were 
of the most powerful nature. Suspicion points 
in one direction only. It is hoped that the 
guthors will speedily be brought to justice. 


THE PARIS LABOR CONFERENCE. 

Paris, Oct. 30.—The International Labor 
Denference continued its session to-day. Great 
fliversity of opinion prevails among the dele- 
gates. The subject of international legislation 
Was resumed, but the discussion degenerated 
Into generalities. The French delegates again 
arged State intervention. The working men, 
it was said, ought to form a political 
party, and, if necessary, resort to force. The ad- 
mission of foreign working men to the 
French Syndical Chambers was demanded. Mr. 
Henry Broadhurst, the honorary President 
of the conference demanded complete liberty of 
action and the suppression of coercive coali- 


tions. He argued that complete barmony exist- 
ed in Epgiand between the working and 
middie classes. He advocated legislation only for 
the protection of women and children, and he re- 
pudiated violence. Mr. Broadhurst added that 
two English Cabinet Ministers supported the 
trades-unions, and said he only regretted that 
France was not similarly situated. 

At the evening session an 
pamed Burnett addressed the meeting. He 
emphasized the friendly sentiments of 
Engiish working men toward the French 
pod dweit upen the benefits of a trades-union, He 
expected no immediate result from the present 
ponference, but thought it would lay the future 
basis of an international trades-union. Governments 
pe said, sought war,.while the working 
men wished peace. union and progress. His 
poeech was heartily applauded. Several 
of the Spanish delegates made speeches advocat- 
ing the Progressist poliey, and the eonferenee then 
adjourned until to-morrow. 


AN UNLUCKY STEAM-SHIP. 
Lonpon, Oct. 30.—While the Inman line 
gleamer City of Berlin was entering the Mersey to- 
day she came in collision with her Majesty’s ship 


Hawk, damaging the latter’s starboard bows and 
varrying away some of her boats. The steamer re- 
seived no damage.

Kalnoky, the Austro-Hungarian Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, in September last. It is reported that 
M. Lecea, the Roumanian Minister of Foreign Af- 
airs, has resigned. 

Mapkrip, Oct. 30,—The l Gazette pub- 
lishes decrees providing for many military reforms. 
The inet has agreed upon a diplomatic note 
which will end the controversy arising from the 
unfaverable reception of King Alfonso in Paris. 
Sefior Martos, the leader of the Dynastic Left, is 
mentioned as Spanish Ambassador to Paris to suc- 
coed the Duc de Fernan-Nunez. 

Lonpon, Oct. 30,—The deputation'from .the 
Transvaal, headed by President Kruger, has ar- 
rived at Plymouth, 

At the conference of the Fair Trade League, 
now sitting in London, the imposition of a moder- 
ate import duty upon wheat, in order to encour- 
age the trade of the British Colonies, was advo- 
cated yesterday. 

A Rome dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company states that Cardinat Hohenlohe has writ- 
ten an apology to the Pope regretting the false 
statements tbat have been made about him. and 
stating bis willingness to return to Rome immedi- 
ately if his Holiness so desires. 

Sir Henry James, Attorney-General, addressed a 
large Liberal demonstration at Dumfries last even- 
ing. In tae course of his remarks, he denied that 
there had been any extravagant expenditure un- 
der the Liberal administration. He said that 
while the last Canservative administration bad 
spentan average of £84,000,0¢0 yearly, their pre- 
dGecessore in office, (the Liberals,) had only dis- 
bursed an average of £74.000,000 per year. The 
meeting passed a vote of eonfidence inthe Govern- 
ment. A resoiution was also passed urging the 
Ministers to deal early in the session of Parliament 
with the franchise question. 

A dispatch to Reuter's Telegram Company from 
Bombay says: ‘Muscat is being besieged by the 
brother of the present ruler. The British gunbeat 
Philomel is shelling the camp of the besieg ers 
The siege has already lasted four days. Allof the 
British subjects have left the town and gone on 
board the Philomel. 

A severe shock of sarthquake, accompanied by 
subterranean rumblings, was felt at Kamieniec, 
the capital of the Government of Podolia, Russia, 
on Monday evening. The shock lasted 30 seconds.

ENGLISH BUSINESS TROUBLES. 
HEAVY COTTON FAILURES IN LIVERPOOL— 
THE RIVER PLATE BANK THEFTS. 

LIVERPOOL, Oct. 30.—Merris Ranger, a cot- 
ton broker, formally announced tothe President 
of the Liverpool Cotton Association to-day that he 
was unableto meet demands that had matured, 
and that he had suspended payment. His failure 
causes much excitement. His liabilities are esti- 
mated at £400,000, due in Liverpeol, and £40,000 in 


Havre. Many cotton brokers are involved, and 
other failures are inevitable. Dealings in futures 
on the Cotton Exchange are at a stand-still, and no 
business has been transacted since the failure was 
announced. 

The suspension ef R. H, Forman & Co., cotton 
brokers, has been bulletined at the rooms of the 
Cotton Brokers’ Association. 

Messrs. Hollinshead, Fetley & Co., 
brokers, have suspended payment. 

Later reports relative to the failure of Morris 
Ranger state that his liabilities emount to £650,000. 
It is also stated that he had 400,000 bales of cotton 
open. 

Lonrpon, Oct. 30.—The London and River 
Plate Bank has decided to pay for the securities 
which were deposited for safe keeping, and which 
were abstracied by George Warden, the defaulting 
manager. John Davis Watters, the broker, who is 
charged with stealing and receiving the bonds, 
was arraigned at the Guildhail Police Court to-day 
for re-examination. George Warden, the default- 
ing manager of the bank, testified that he lost con- 
siderable amounts of money belonging to his sis- 
ters, but that he obtained £1,900 for them from 
Watters before his flight. He reaffirmed his former 
statement that Watters knew that the bonds he 
gave him were frem-the bank, and ssid 
that he often begged Watters to spare him the 
necessity for another robbery, but Watters per- 
sisted in his so doing. 


Lonpon, Oct. 3L—A dispatch to the Stan- 
dard from Liverpool says that Morris Ran- 
ger’s failure will probably bring down 
a dozen or more Liverpool firms. This 
is probably exaggerated. It is said that New-York 
will be affected to the extent of £100,000. Inthe 
meantime the cotton business is entirely suspend- 
ed, the merchants and brokers awaiting develop- 
ments.

The failure of Morris Ranger & Co., cotton 
merchants of Liverpool, will not, it is believed, 
result in any losses to the trade of this country. 
Up to three years ago Ranger was the European 
partner of Messrs, Fatman & Co., of this City, but 


his connection with them ceased at that time, 
owing to his gigantic speculative operations, 
whieh the New-York house declined to sanc- 
tion. Since then he has had very little 
if any basiness with the United States. After the 
dissolution of his relations with Fatman & Co. he 
established a firm in Liverpool, and cortinued his 
speculation, which resulted about two years ago 
in acotton corner in Liverpoel, from which he is 
said to have reaped enormous profits. The 
firm’s operations of late have been entirely 
with the European trade, upon which the 
losses growing out of the failure will 
fall. For some months past they have been 
operating on the short side of cotton, which, since 
the opening of the season on Sept. 1, has advanced 

d. per pound, mainly owing to the anticipated 
short crop this year—estimated at 5,750,000 bales, 
against 7,000,000 bales last year. Being unable to 
cover their contracts, which are gaid to be for 
about 200,000 bales, they have been obliged to sns- 
pend. The market here was not effected by the 
ailure. 


NEw-ORLEANS, Oct. 30.—The report of the 
suspension of the great cotton manipulator of Liv- 
erpool, Morris Ranger, caused little excitement in 
our market to-day, It was at first supposed by 4 
number of persons that the large house of 
Louis Ranger & Co., of which A. J. R. Landauer is 
the local representative, was affected by the sus- 
pension, but it was learned that that firm could in 
no way be affected by any speculation in whieh 
Morris Ranger might have engaged. No one else 
in New-Orleans is affected in any way by the 
failure,

LITTLE INFORMATION TO BE HAD OF THE 
SALE OF THEIR BUSINESS. 

CuIcaGo, Oct. 30.—The peculiar condition 
in which the affairs of the large stationery and 
Printing firm of Culver, Page, Hoyne & Co. are at 
Present cortinues to excite general comment. 
That the firm suddenly sold out to John Morris, a 
lawyer, who presumably knows nothing of the 
business, is an accomplished fact, and the 


store is now being run by him. Notices 
ceuched in the lauguage of the usual com- 
mercial formula appeared in the morning 
papers, signed by the old firm aad the new pro- 
prietor. That of Culver, Page, Hoyne & Co. an- 
nounces that they have sold to John Morris the 
good-will, stock, merchandise, machinery, fixtures, 
and ali assets, including bills receivable, open book 
accounts, and other indebtedness due and becom- 
ing due, which was and is ea to Culver, Page, 
Hoyne & Co. by whomsoever, and that Mr. Morris 
ds fully authorized to colleot the same and give ae- 
quittance therefor. 

M. A. Hoyne could not be seen, but Mrs. Hoyne 
told a reporter that he did not know why the 
property of Culver, Page, Hoyne & Co., had been 
transferred to Mr. Morris. r. Hoyne knew that 
the firm was heavily in debt, but he first learned 
of the transfer of the property on going to the 
store yesterday morning. **Then,’’ she said, “ he 
had a most unsatisfactory interview with his part- 
ners, of whick 1 know little.” She added 
that she thought Page and Culver were trying 
to freeze out Mr. Hoyne, or te induce him to rut 
more money into the business. Mr. Hoyne had 
not taken a cent from the business for years, and 
bad only put money into it. Mr. Culver had taken 
it all, ana had had full eharge of all the money 
affairs. Mr. Hoyne had put ahout $200,000, or a 
controlling interest, into the business, and she be- 
lieved it was all gone, 

It is still impossible to obtain any authentic in- 
formation asto the assets and liabilities of the 
crippled concern, but those best able to judge say 
that the liabilities will approximate °$500,000, and 
the assets about $800,000. This includes the lease- 
hold, which is very valuable, and the building, 
which must form fully one-half the assets. Most of 
the assets are said to be in Charlie Culver's hands. 
Mr. Culver's personal indebtedness, sanctioned by 
the firm, is ineluded in the list of liabilities. 

Mr. Morris is said to simply represent the Union 
National Bank of this city, whose claim is about 
$50,000, and it is understood that he will control 
the sales only until the bank’s claim is satisfied. 
The leasehold was to-day transferred to John M. 
Southworth, representing the Southworth Paper 
Company. of East Springfield, Mass., for a nominal 
figure of $9),000, although it is not believed that 
the paper company’s claims amount to anything 
like that sum. 

C. E. Culver, brother of the senior partner, also 
has large claims, but is believed to be secured. It is 
known that there ara large numbers of creditors 
in the East, although what amount of paper is out- 
standing cannot be learned. It fs believed that the 
majority of the Eastern creditors will be forced to 
compromise at very low percentages.

A CINCINNATI SHOE FIRM DETERMINED [TO 
BE ITS OWN MASTER. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 30.—The firm of Smith, 
Stoughton & Payne, shoe manufacturers, has de- 
termined to remove its factory from this city to 
South Abington, Mass. The reason for doing so is 
that the trades-unionists here have become 80 
troublesome. The firm has tried arbitration, but 


while that plan has some good features it does not 
relieve manufacturers from the tyranny of the 
union, and the members of this firm say they will 
be masters of their own business or they will cease 
to do business. 

The removal of the firm from this city will 
throw about 150 men out of work. They are much 
surprised and downcast at the decision of their em 
ployers, and admit that if they had foreseen the 
effect of their demands they would have been less 
exacting about them. Employes in other shoe 
manufacteries say they sympathize with the men 
who are thrown out of work, but claim that tho 
union, as a whole, has gained more than it has lost 
by presenting a firm front. The determination of 
this firm to trans!er its business to New-England 
in a measure disproves the claim that the shoe 
manufacturers of New-England will soon be com- 
pelled to move their factories to the .. est.

STEPPING 10 HIS DEATH.

A RAILWAY PASSENGER FALLS HEADLONG 
FROM A TRESTLE. 

Batavia, N. Y., Oct. 30.—As a passenger 
train on the Rochester and Pittsburg Railroad ap- 
proached the station at Leroy, in this county, last 
evening, it was flagged to enable a freight train 
that was on the track ahead to pull out of the way. 


The passenger train came to a stop ona trestie- 
work over Oatka Creek, and the conductor, as 
usual, at that point, called out the name of 
the station. All the passengers for Leroy left 
their seats and stepped to the door, foremost 
among the number being Merritt Whitman, a citi- 
zen of that village, who had until recently been the 
Erie station agent. Owing to a storm the night was 
intensely dark, and Whitman stepped off the plat- 
form and fell headlong to the bed of the creek, 2 
feet below, striking violently on the rocks. 

The passengers who were close behind Whitman 
Were saved from meeting the same disaster by the 
the warning of a brakeman. Whitman was picked 
up and takeu to his home, where he died about 
midnight, retaining consciousness to the end. It 
is thought his back was broken.

A DISHONEST MAIL AGENT SENTENCED. 

TRENTON, Oct. 30.—Charles G. McCann, the 
youthful Camden mail agent recently convicted of 
stealing two sheets of three-cent postage stamps 
and some small change from the Bridgeton (Cum- 
berland County) Post Office, was arraigned for sen- 
tence in the United States District Court here to- 
day. Counselor S. H. Gray, of Camden, made & 


strong plea for merey in behalf of the youag man 
on the ground of previous good character und 
good connections, Judge Nixon, in reply, said 
that he always considered good connections an 
aggravation of a person’s effense, for there was 
then less inducement to crime. McCann's offense 
was felony, punishable with a fine of $5,000 or five 
years’ imprisonment, or both. ‘he jury hed rec- 
ommended the prisoner tu the mercy ef the court. 
One of the worst features of the times was the 
indisposition of every oneto punish crime. If that 
sort of thing were to centinue the courts might as 
well be abolished. Still, the court was unwilling 
to be unusually severe in this case. The Judge 
asked if the prisoner could pay a fine. Counsel re- 
plied that a fine of as much as $1,000 would bea 
hardship. Tnen Judge Nixon answered that he 
saw no way out of a sentence to State prison. 
McCann, silent, with flushed cheek and quivering 
lip, stood facing the court. He grew more and 
more nervous over the uncertainty of his sentence. 
Finally, Counselor Gray made a strong appeal, 
which moved the Judge, and the latter decided to 
give McCann an opportunity by making the sen- 
tence a fine of $1,000, or, if that was not paid by 
Wednesday of next week, one year in the State 
prison. 
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THE KUKLUX 1N GEORGIA, 
ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 80,—The conviction of 
the Banks County Kuklux came none toosoon. A 
few nights aco a party of five or six men enticed 
Mr. William Gardner, of Monroe County, from 
home, ana set upon him, beating him in a frightful 


manner. He was buckled and gagged, and was 
beaten with a buggy-whip until black and bine. 
In Oconee County lives a peaceable negro named 
Berry Hitebcock. A crowd of men surrounded 
his house, called him out, and began firing at him. 
Heran away in a shower of shot, and eseaped 
without serious injury. In Emanuel County 
there is an organized band of regulators who 
boldly adopt the name of Kuklux and make 
nigbtly reunds of the county, whipping and mu- 
tilating persons who incur their displeasure—bojh 
men and women. Emanuel /femizer, the local 
paper, calls for tne suppression of this lawless 
and, and seys: ‘“‘Goipg to a man’s house after 
dark, drageing him from bed and family, and 
whipping him unmercifully should not be resorted 
to until the law has been exhausted.”’ The senti- 
ment in Georgia condemns these acts, and the de- 
cision in the Banks County case is approved by all 
parties except the relatives of the convicts, 
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ON TRIAL FOR MURDER, 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 30.—The case of the 
State against James P. Briley, who recently shot 
and killed Robert P. Bates, during a circus per- 
formance in this city, was called in the Criminal 
Court this morning. The court-room was crowded 


and a great deal of interest was manifested. Coun- 
sel for the defense endeavored to secure a change 
of venue, alleging that, owing to undue excite- 
ment and prejudice engendered py rumors, stories, 
and newspaper articles, Briley could not havea 
tair trial in this county, The application being 
cenied, they presented an affidavit asking for 
a continuance on the ground that defendant 
was arrested and committed to jail immediately 
after the occurrence of the crime and had no time 
to consult with his attorneys or prepare for his 
trial. They also claimed thata number of wit- 
nesses who were absent and could not be served 
with the necessary process of the court could 
prove that the deed was done in self-defense. The 
reauest was refused and the selection of jurors 
commenced.

OONFIDENOE OF THE REPUBLICANS 
INCREASING. 

ACTIVITY AND HARMONY THROUGHOUT THE 

STATE IN SHARP CONTRAST WITH DEMO- 


CRATIC DISSENION AND FOREBODING. 

A certain prominent Democrat, after visit- 
ing the Republican State Committee's head-quar- 
ters yesterday and noting the activicy which 
there prevails, contrasted the busy scene with the 
graveyard solemnity attending the proceedings at 
the Democratie State Committee's rooms in Albany. 
“The clerks up there appear to be asleep,” he 
exclaimed sorrowfuily. ‘I don’t know,” he added, 
“what our committee {s doing toward elect- 
ing the State ticket. It appears to me 
as if they were doing little or 
nothing. There certainly is no _ heart 
in their work, assuming of course that they are 
doing any work at all.” From all the information 


that ean bo derived coneerning the movements of 
that remarkable committee, it is collecting 
money from Democratic State employes, in 
Violation of the State law regarding politica! 
assessments, and sending it into the country 
districts for use among purchaseeble voters. Mr. 
Manning and Gov. Cleveland are represented as 
gathering nightly in the little private room at the 
rear of the executive chamber, and gravely wag- 
ging their beads over the’dubious prospects of the 
candidates they nominated at Buffalo. 

Information reaches the Republican State Com- 
mittee that some of the Democratie campaign 
fund will have to be used in Democratic Schoharie 
to keep Democrats in line, so strong is the dis- 
affection in the Democratic Party in that 
county, Gen. Carr was a visitor to the com- 
mittee-rooms yesterday. He expressed him- 
self as very well satisfied with the progress 
of the canvass. Assemblyman Clapp, of Clinton, 
informed the committee that the Kepubiicans in 
Clinton, Essex, pnd Warren were generally re- 
sponding to the efforts of the county committees 
to arouse them to activity. There was no 
reason, he said, why they should net give 
their old-fashioned vote in ail those coun- 
ties. Mr. Pliny T. Sexton, the Republican 
nominee for State Treasurer, was also a visitor. 
He said he was greatly encouraged at the revolu- 
tion of feeling among Republicans since last Fall. 
The old feuds bad almost completely died out in 
the western end of the State, and even the more 
conservative members of the party were becoming 
more and more hopeful of the success of the party’s 
candidates this Fall. 

Mr. Lester B.,Faulkner, of the Democratic State 
Commi:tee, who recently visited this City, has tar- 
ried long enough in Albanyon his homeward 
journey to drop,a little noteto the argus, the 
organ of the Manning machine. Mr. Faulkner 
takes exception to the statemeut published in this 
city that he was peeping over the fleld of New- 
York City politics, and that he is not at ail jubilant 
over the prospects of the Democratic ticket. He 
says in hig note that “our ticket” is ‘not sur- 
passed in ability, obaracter, and record of the can- 
didates by any that L[have everhad the privilege 
of supporting.” This is regarded as a frank 
admission from a Democrat who was so much op- 
posed tothe Manning machine at Buffalo as he 
professed to be. The action of Mr. Fauikner in 
coming out and indorsing Mr. Manning’s ticket re- 
ovens the highest credit upon his sagacity as a pol- 

clan. 
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A PECULIAR COMPLICATION. 

THE BUFFALO CONTROLLER KETIKES FROM 
THE DEMOCRATIC TICKET—Aa CHARGE 
OF FRAUD. 

BUFFALO, Oct, 30.—There has been a lively 
buzzing in political circles all day over the action 
of Timothy J. Mahoney, the present City Controller 
and the Democratic nominee for re-election, in 
withdrawing from the ticket. Mahoney was the 
last man to leave the Controller’s office last even- 
ing, and this morning the clerks discovered that 
the tax-books were missing from their place in the 
safe and could not be found. It soon came out 


that Maboney, last evening, sent a curt note to the 
Chairman of tke Democratic City Committee ce- 
clinipg the nomination for City Controller. This note 
guve no reason torthe action, but Mahoney told 
his friends that he had been covering up a deti- 
ciency of $5,000 in the accounts of the office which 
he inherited from his predecessor, Joha C. Shee- 
ben, and that he eould stand the pressure no 
longer. Apparently for the purpose of discredit- 
ing this confession, a rumor was started that Ma- 
boney wasinsane. It was given out during the 
forenoon that Mahoney was then at home tossing 
on his bed in a feverish state and with all the 
_symptoms of insanity, but before night this ramor 
was seriously damaged by the appearance of Ma- 
boney at the Controller's office, where he went 
about his businessin the usual way. It was said 
that he was unusually paleand nervous, and a dov- 
tor, whom his friends ealled, advised nim to go 
home, which he finally did, but he snowed no ap- 
parent symptoms of! insanity. The elerks in the 
oftice say there is no deficiency in tne accounts, 
and Sheehan says if he owes the oftice 
anything he wiil pay it. Nevertheless, the 
belief is strong that there is a deficiency 
in the office of Jong standing. The belies is 
strengthenea by several circumstances and old 
rumors which are now recalled. When Sheehan 
was Controller, it was rumored that he had 
speculated in oil and lost,and had drawn on the 
city funds to make good his losses. ‘lwo years 
ago Sheehan's successor was elected. Sheehan de- 
sired to suoceed himself, but Mr. Cleveland had 
then been asked to run for Mayor and consented 
only on condition that Sheehan should not been the 
ticket. Sheehan was compelled to withdraw, but he 
succeeded in having Maboney, whom he absolutely 
controlled, nominated in his place. Mahoney was 
elected, and it is now believed he has been cover- 
ing up Sheehan's deficiency ever since. It is also 
said, but with how much truth It is impossible to 
say, that Mayor Manning has for some time known 
of the deficiency and has used this hnowledge to 
compel Mahoney and Sheehan to support him for 
re-election, However it may be, it is now the 
Mayor's plain duty, under the charter, to take de- 
cided action in the matter. The Axpress to-morrow 
will say: ‘“‘As the chief executive officer of the 
city the Mayor is the head of every department of 
the city Government. We believe that it is Mayor 
Manning’s plain duty to take personal charge of 
the Controiler’s office at onee and to retain execu- 
tive oversight until an investigation can be bad, if 
it can be completed during Manniug’s term as 
Mayor.” Itis of course, expected that this devel- 
opment will have an important effect on the city 
election. The Democratic menagers’ to-day 
offered the nomination for Controller to Charies 
A. Sweet, President of the Third National Bank, 
but he has declined to stand. The committes then 
offered the nomination to Howard H. Baker, who 
accepted it. ‘This is a respectable and pretty 
strong nomination. Baker isa merchant of good 
standing. 
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MAXWELL IN NIAGARA COUNTY. 
Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 30.—For a week 

past the prospective visit to Lockport of Robert A. 

Maxwell, of Batavia, Democratic candidate for 

State Treasurer, has been heralded through the 

local Democratic press and talked of in the Demo- 

cratic County Committee reoms in this city.

ecient reasons for such a visit to this particular lo- 
cality appeared inthe proceedings of the Demo- 
cratio Convention for the First District of Niagara 
County to elest delegates to the Democratic State 
Convention at Buffalo, That convention adopted 
a sot of resolutions denouncing Mr. Maxwell 
in the severest terms for his past interfer- 
ence in Niagara County politics. and pro- 
testing against his nomination.

CAPTURED IN ATLANTA AFTER SWINDLING 
A NEW ACQUAINTANCE, 


ATLANTA, Oct. 30.—Several days ago a 
stranger registered at the National Hotel as L. F. 
McKinney. He was a genteel-looking man, about 
28 years old. Soon after his arrival he made the 
acquaintance of C. W. Wells at the hotel bar. 
McKinney said he was looking for a remittance 
every day, and after running up a bill he showed 


Wells a “ diamond” pin, upon which he requested 
aloan. Wells advanced the money, but afterward 
aseertained that the pin’s value was 35 cents, and 
he had McKinney arrested. The prisouer was 
given a close search when locked up. and in 
his pockets were found extraets from Ohio pa- 
pers, which set forth that a man named Frank 
Hyland was wanted in Youngstown. These clip- 
pings created the belief that McKinney was Hy- 
land, but he denied it, saying, however, that he 
knew Hyland. Chief Connoily telegraphed C. R. 
Truesdelie, Prosecuting Attorney at Younstown, 
asking whether Hyland was wanted. He received 
an answer that Frank C. Hyland was wanted there 
for attempted murder. This telegram was shown 
to McKinney, when he admitted that he was Hy- 
land, and said he would go back to Youngstown if 
Chief of Police Crowley would come ufter him. 
The articles which Hyland had cut from a Pitts- 
burg paper stated that atelegram from Youngs- 
town announced that Frank Hyland, who twice 
attempted to murder his wife, had been released 
from jail, and was in Pittsburg. Hyland was re- 
leased through crooked meuns, his brother alleg- 
ing that he paid $600 to James Kennedy and 
George Hatch, prosecuting attorneys, for the is- 
suance of an order discharging him. Mrs. Hyland 
was coerced into signing an agreement not to pro- 
secute. Hyland was believed to be on his way to 
Australia. He got out of jail at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and was driven out of the State of Onio. 
Hyland was locked up for attempting to shoot 
bis wife and lawyer Kennedy. While in the pres- 
ence of the Commissioner Hyland threatened to 
shoot his wife. Mra. Hyland then requested Mr. 
Kennedy to accompany her home. and when within 
a few vlocks of home her husband epproached and 
fired five shots at her, but none of them took effect.

Sr. Lovrs, Oct. 80.—H. Clay Sexton, Chief 
of the St. Louis Fire Department, arrived home to- 
day from the New-Orleans Convéntion. He was 
questioned as to what reason the fire Chiefs had for 
deelaring war on the Fire Patrol and Saivage 
Corps Companies. In reply he said: ** No war has 


been declared. All we want, and every Chief in 
the convention was Of the same way of thinking, 
is for the Salvage Corps to attend to its own busi- 
ness and leave us aloneto attend toours. Their 
business is to cover goods, to prevent loss by water, 
and ours is to put out fires,” 

‘*The objection to chemical engines, of course, 
only refers te the two-horse apparatus?” 

“No, to all sizes. These portable extinguishers, 
such as We carry on our ladder trucks, are wnat is 
meant. The Salvage Corps has no business with 
them, trying to put out fires. Wejcan get toe fire 
as quickly as they can with our appliances. They 
had better go to saving coods instead of trying to 
put out fires.” 

* But is it not a fact that the Salvage Corps have 
put out many fires in their incipiency with the ex- 
tinguishers ?”’ 

“To read their reports, you would think that 
they put out 50 a year, but, as I said, we have our 
own extinguishers,and we can get to fires as 
quickly as they can. Up in Chicago there was a 
fight over this question, and I would not be eur- 
prised if they had a lively time there when Sweeny

CHINAPREPARING FORWAR 


ANOTHER OFFICIAL EXPLANATION 
OF FRANCE’S POSITION. 

GOVERNMENT INTERPELLATED — M 
SHALLEMEL-LACOUR’S REPLY—CHINESE 
MILITARY MOVEMENTS. 

Paris, Oct. 30.—Figaro publishes a report 
that the Governor of the Chinese Pruvince of 
Yunnan, with 14,000 troops, has received orders tc 
enter Tonquin and oceupy Cao-Bang, about 130 
miles north of Hanol, the French head-quarters. 

It is stated that the Government, in view of the 
war-like attitude of China, will ask the Chamber 
for a much larger credit for the expenses of the 
expedition in Tonquin than was originally intend- 
ed. Even should China only remain on the de 
fensive, larger reinforeements of troops will be re 
quired in Tonquin. 

The Chinese Legation seout the idea that the an 
tival of French reinforcements in Tonquin will end 
a!l resistance to the demands of France. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M. Granet., 
member of the Extreme Left, interpellated the 
Government upon its policy in Tonquin, and re 
quested an explanation of tlie objects sought to be 
obtained and the means of conducting the expedi- 
tion in that country. M. Granet pointed out what 
Were apparent contradictions existing in the infor- 


mation which had been furnished by the Govern- 
ment, and said that, contrary to the official aec- 
larations, difficulties had been raised by China. He 
reproached the Government with concealing facts 
and distrusting the patriotism of the Chambers. 
Reverting to the Bourée treaty, he said China has 
threatened resistance, and there wzs danger of 
war. Theerrors of the Goverament had compre- 
mised the country. The present moment, he de- 
clared, was a critieal one, and France should turn 
her eyes toward the passages of the Vosges. 

M. Challemel-Lacour, in reply to M. Granet, re- 
pudiated the idea of the Tonquin expedition being 
an adventure. The French were, he said, en- 
countering more formidable opposition than was 
expected. but the difficulties were far from insur 
mountable. China had availed’ herself of the 
blockade of the coast of Annam to claim her su- 
zerainty, and home opposition had used it as— 

Atthis point the speaker was interrupted by 
MM. Panon, Ciemenceau, and Douville, who oro- 
tested against the remarks. 

Resuming, M. Cballemel-Lacour said that the 
Government had no intention of advancing upou 
Hué, but it became n to strike a resound: 
ing Dlew. The speaker Sustited the occupation of 
Hué and the forts, which had resulted in the treaty 
aud the clearing up of the situation. The Chamber 
then took a recess. Upon the resumption of the 
sitting M. Challemel-Lacour continued. He said 
that the Government had failed in none of their 
engagements, nor was there any contradiction be- 
tween theiracts. in a word, no important event 
had occurred making necessary the early convok- 
ing of the Chambers. The French were masters of 
three-fourths of the Red River. Delta, and the 
enemy occupied only two important places from 
which the reinforcements would disiodge them. 
All the docunients necessary had been published, 
and those not published in the Yellow Book only 
showed the inconsistencies of the Chinese policy. 
lt was clear that China never reaily sought a 
serious compromise, but simply wanted to gain 
time, while France had sincereiy endeavored to 
arrive at an agreement without accepting a bumil- 
jating capitulation. China had never recognized 
the Bourée treaty. and no understanding be- 
tween France and China had been effected thereon. 
It was evident that China sought to expel the 
French from Tonquin. The Chinese had at length 
decided to formulate propositioas demanding rec- 
ognition of their suzerainty and the evacuation of 
the places occupied by the French, but did not at- 

tempt to discuss tne rignts conferred on France by 
her treaties with Annam. They simply ignored 
those rights, and declared naguin to be their 
property and demanded that the French should 
retire, promising to concede to France a position 
similar to that which she now occupies in cer- 
tain parts of China. France sent a re- 
piy stating what -she considered possible 
bases of. .an agreement. The Cabinet, 
he said, still considered the Bourée treaty inadmis- 
sible, but the constitution of u neutral zone be- 
tween Tonquin and China would create a situa- 
tion advantageous to France. To sum up, China 
demanded a reversion tu the state of things which 
existed prior to the year 1873. France, he @ \° 
must prosecute Srmly and rapidiy the work 
already far advanced, ‘The negotiations with 
China,” he added, “have been only interrupted. 
Let events speak ‘for themselves. Per- 
haps the time will. come when China 
will be happy to find us still ready to ex- 
amine arrangements compatible with France's 
interests and honor. France has never departed 
frora the path of firmness and moderation. The 
force of circumstances hus rendered her the rep- 
resentative of the interests of all Europe in the 
East.”” M. Challemel-Lacour concluded by de- 
claring that the Chamber had to express confidence, 
not in the Government, but in itself, ** for.” added 
he, “the policy of tne Cabinet has been indorsed 
by the Legislature.” 5 

After M. Cnallemei-Lacour’s address M. Perrin 
spoke. He reproached the Government for not 
having fulfilled its promises and he char- 
acterized the Tonquin affair as a mere 
adventure. Frenchmen, he said, were not afraid 
of a war with China, but the necessity 
therefor must first be shown. He thought 
it better to penetrate China Dv trade than by arms. 
Twenty thousand men were required in Ton- 
quin, and it would be imprudent to spare 
so many Frenchmen in the present situation of 
affairs in Europe. The debate was adjourned un- 


til to-merrow.

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IW ENTHUSIASM WHICH PROMISES 
HIS RL-ELECTION, 
A GREAT ASSEMBLAGE ECHOING THE EARN- 
‘ EST WORDS OF MR. BEKCHER AND 
HURRAHNING FOR BROOKLYN’S MAYOR. 

Henry Ward Beecher spoke in favor of 
Mayor Low's re-election before as many people as 
were able to crowd themselves into the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music last night. There was ho half- 
beartedness in either the tones or the manner of 
the speaker, and the tumultuous enthusiasm of the 
vast assemblage was extraordinary, even fora 
mass-meeting of Low Republicans. The stage and 
proscenium boxes of the Academy were attractive- 
ly decorated with flags, banners, and long stream- 
ers of red, white, and biue bunting. Suspended over 
the centre of the stage was a large portrait of 
Mayor Low, upon whieh was insoribed, “Our next 
Mayor.” Every seat and évery avallable foot of 
standing room in the large auditorium were occu- 
pled at least half an hour befote the meeting 
opened, and the Stage Was crowded to such an ex- 


vefitthat not more than a dozén square feet of 
. space was left for the speakers to move about in. 

While the eniivening$strains of “ Prince Metha- 
salem" were rising from the orcbestra stall some- 
body on the stage shoutea, “Three cheers for 

Mr. Beecher!’ The next iostant the stalwart form 
and whitened hair of the Piymouth Pastor were 
caught sight of, and the cheers were given with 
stirring vigor, hundreds of persons jumping to 
their feet and waving hats, handkerchiefs, and 
canes. Mr, Beecher advanced immediately to the 
tront of the stage and begen to speak. Somebody 
m the rear of the auditorium cried out “ Louder,” 
put Mr. Bevoner quietly replied, ** You keep-stiller 
rack there and you will hear me plainly enough.” 
de then spoke substantially as follows: 

“lam here to-night simply in my character as a 
sitizen. We do not represent different social 
tlasses now, but we are all bere as citizens. I 
have lived in Brooklyn for 87 years and am asked 
to preside at this meeting because I am one of the 
oldest citizens. We are gathered together not 
only to discuss Republican prigciples, but to dis- 
cuss interests which are so pressing that they 
break up through the principles of the grand old 
party and bave for themselves an independ- 
ent character. The great question of self- 
government is at stake. Brookiyn has 
taken the lead among all of the cities in 
vindicating the possibility and practicability of 
self-government, and now she is called upon to 
vindicate herself. Self-government has been 
demonstrated here to be a suitable and beneficial 
thing. It has worked many improvements already, 
and if we are let alone we will continue to im- 
prove in good government. We can eleet our own 
officers in this city without outside interference, 
and especially we can elect our own Mayor. [Ap- 
plause.} Ido not propose to diseuss the political 
canvass in general, but I will —~ that I hope the 
pao ot this State will see to it that the pub- 
icau ticket is elected. l also desire to commend 
the candidacy of Mr. Johnsom for the Bench of 
the Supreme Court. He isa man cut out on pur- 
pose to make a Judge of, and you must all bear tn 
mind that if be is elected he will be the only man 
puton the Bench by the Republicap voters of 

yn. 

“Iu regard to the election of Mayor Low [loud 
applause} 1 nave something to say. In the first 
place, he is not imported. He is a domestic pro- 
duction. He was born, brought up, and educated 
in Brooklyn. He has never been ambitious for 
office. He was impressed into the office whieh he 
now holds, and in asaecordance with his prom- 
ise he has given his time and ability 
wholly to the discharge of its duties. Mayor 
Low went into that office at a critical period of 
pbange. He had to extricate the affairs of the 
pity from a vicious system of politios, and inaugu- 
rate an entirely different sysiem devised solely 
m the interests of the tax-payers and good 
government. The task was a great one, 
and I am surprised that he as made 
so.few mistakes. ‘He has given us a good, 
honest administration, not as a partisan, out 
as the servant of the entire people. Some fault 
has been found with Mayor Low’s administration. 
I am not going to disouss the abeurd eecusation 
that he has increased taxation. Such imerease as 
there has been was inevitable, and Mayor Low bad 
no more to do with it and is no more responsibie 
for it than any single tax-payer.

I put it to the judgment of 
any business man whether it is the proper thing to 
do to displace a competent and faithful clerk for 
an untried one. I don’t believe that euch an idea 
wouid get a favorable vote even in a lunatic asy- 
lum, and I don’t believe that it will get 
votes enough in Brooklyn to make it eount. 
Bat why should I plead for so good, wise, and 
faithful a public servantas Mayor Low? Brook- 
lyn is not a fool, and she is not likely to do such a 
foolish thing as to turn away from Mr. Low to Mr. 
Hendrix. You all know that when | am fora man 
I am for him all over, and that is the way I am for 
Mayor Low.” Mr. Beecher concluded his brief but 
sloguent speech by reading a letter which he said 
was written by Mr. Thomas Kinsella last year, and 
in which Mayor Low's administration was strongly 
indorsed, the writer saying: “ Mayor Low is for 
Breokiyn first, last, and ail the time.”’ The senti- 
ments expressed in the letter were vigorously ap- 
plauded. 

United States District Attorney A. W. Tenny 
spoke with enthusiasm of the extraordinary ser- 
Vices that Mayor Low had rendered to Brooklyn, 
and elicited great applause by saying that “ Seth 
Low is the best Mayor that Brooklyn ever had.” 

“ Now,” said Mr. Beecher, asthe applause sub- 
sided, “let us have a little music.”’ 

After the band had played a lively march, Mr. 
Burton I. Beach made a vivacious and effective 
speech, He said that Mr. Hendrix had been heard 
to suy that he was “right on the heels of the ene- 
my.’’ “Well,” sald the speaker, "I have heard of 
@ man being right on the heels of a muie and it did 
not do him a bit ot good either.” [Laaghter.] Mr. 
Beach said that Mr. Hendrix was seeking to make 
capital by singling out the good things that Mayor 
Low had done and promising to do the same things. 
“ Why. in this campaign,” exclaimed the speaker,

Mayor Low appeared upon the stage while Mr. 
Beach was speaking, and fora few minutes great 
enthusiasm prevailed.

THE DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATE FOR GOVERN- 
OR LOSING GROUND AND HI8 PARTY NOT 
AT ALL BURE OF HIS ELECTION. 
TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 30.—In many respects 
this has been one of the most peculiar campaigns 
within the recollection of New-Jersey politicians. 
Perhaps its most peculiar feature has been the fact 
that from the beginning the Republicans have 
been. more confident of Democratic success than 
the Democrats themselves. The politicians of the 
latter party have not been sure of suceess at all, 
‘True, at the first nomination of Mr. Abbett for 
Governor there was a spurt of alleged enthusiasm 
that led them to hope fora victory at the polls, 
and fora time this was encotiraged by the very 
vigorous canvass he has been making for himself. 
But during the past 10 days it has been evident to 
allobeerving men that this energetic splurge has 
been of a decidedly spasmodic character, and 
that the reflux tide now setting In is strong- 
ly suggéstive of & Republican triumph next Tues- 
day. Mr. Abbett’s strength from the first lay with 
the “ short-hair’ element of his party. The better 
class of Democrats, and especially the long-headed 
leaders who have so often otganized victories for 
the party, have haa no heart in the canvass at all. 
Whatever the shortcomings of the ‘* State-house 
ring” have been, it has always insisted on giving 
the party a high olass of men for such offices as 
that of Governor. Ludlow, McClellan, Bedle, Ran- 
dolph, and Parker have all been gentlemen of the 
nighest character, in whose care the honor of the 
State was perfectiy safe. The gentlemen who 
gavethe party and the State sueh Governors do 
not seem to kaye the same high ideaof Mr. Abbett, 
and their support of him has been manifestly of the 
most perfunctory sort. This is ope reason why he 
has been compelied to make the canvass almost 
unaided by his party. 

Shrewd politician as Mr. Abbett is, it is conceded 
now by the leaders that he made a grave error in 
starting out with the declaration that he meant to 
meke itan “aggressive campaign,” and that if 
elected he meant to make a very different sort of 
administration from any of his Democratic prede- 
cessors, and that he would reward the Democrats 
who aided his election. Indeed, some of his first 
speeches were go indiscreet that the leaders were 
constrained to *‘siton him,” and he bas since 
toned down very much. But his bold challenge 
was readily taken up by the Repnblicans, who 
have themselves made it indeed an “ aggressive 
campaign,”’ in which Mr. Abbett has from the 
first been strictly on the defensive, explaining and 
explaining night after night a long list Of very se- 
ricus charges preferred against him from his long 
record tn the Legisiature. The more he explains 
the more do Democrats find that he isa very yul- 
nerable candidate, and the early ebulition of en- 
thusiasm is fast giving place to grave doubtsas to 


’ whether after ali the best interests of the party 


and of the State would be subserved by the eleo- 
tion of such a man to be Governor. 

In West Jersey, the Republican stronghold in the 
State, Judge Dixon, the unexceptionable candidate 
of the Republicans for Governor, is growing daily 
in strength, and it is confidently declared by the 
best informed politicians in that section that 
Dixon's majority will be larger in the First and 
Second Congressional Districts than was the ma- 
jority for Potts three years ago. In Hudson 
County, where both candidates live, there is very 
serious disaffection among the better class of 
Democrats, which Senator McPherson, Congress- 
man “Billy” McAdoo, and other leaders have 
vainly tried to reeonoile, and while the stump speak- 
ers have been shouting about 3,500 or 4,000 majority 
for Mr. Abbett, it is admitted by those who know 
just what the condition of the party is, that if Ab- 
bett get 2,000 majority in Hudson County he will 
be doing very well. Three years ago it gave 4,500 
majority for Ludiow. This will indicate the ity 
of Democratic defection in that eounty, Mr. Ab- 
bett’s own home. In Essex Oounty Judge Dixon 
has been gaining steadily in popularity from tne 
day of bis nomination. The Independent vote in 
this county is very large, and the indications are 
that itig gravitating toward Dixon, who has not 
sought the office, and preserves a dignitied reserve, 
in marked contrast to Mr. Abbett, whois all things 
to all men, promising anything and everything to 
anybody and everybody, im the expectation of 
gaining votes. 

A careful analysis of the results of the late New- 
ark city election has greatly encouraged the Re- 
publicans with regard to the November contest, 
ana they are quite confident that the County of 
Essex will give Judge Dixon fully 2,000 majority. 
Here, again, isan instance of that curious Repub- 
lican diflidenee in this comouien already referred 
to, tor one of the shrewdest Democratic leaders in 
the county informed your correspondent that Ab- 
bett was running far from well in the eounty, and 
he wouid be agreeably surprised if the majority in 
the county was less than 3,000 against him. Poli- 
ticians outside of the county have not been count- 
ing on more than 1,500 in Essex in favor of 
Dixon, and will be snrprised to hear these figures. 
The facet is, that with a full Republican vote next 
Tuesday, the Republicans would be almost certain 
of carrying the State by from 2,000 to 5,000 ma- 
jority, (the Democratic majority last Fall was . 
about 2,000 on Congressmen.) Such a result 
would, of course, have a wonde-fully reviving 
effect on Republican prospects throughout the 
Nation, and would greatly check the present 
Democratic disposition to crow in advance over 
the great national triumph which they boast will 
be theirs in the next Presidential election. 

The Republican prospects in regard to the Legis- 
lature are even brighter, or more assured, than on 
the State ticket. Last Winterthe Repupiicans had 
12 Senators and the Democrats 9. Of these, 7 Re- 

ublicans and 6 Democrats hold over, jeaving 8 to 

e chosen next Tuesday. The Republicans are 
certain, with a good yote, to hold Atiantio, Mercer, 
and Morris Counties, and the Democrats will hold 
Bergen and Hudson. The Republicans are quite 
confident of holaing Cumberland, are reasonably 
sure of gaining Gloucester, where there is a vacan- 
cy causec by the election of Mr. Ferrell to Con- 
gress, and hope to hold Ocean, although the Demo- 
erata are equally confideut of galuing that eounty. 
The indications are that the next Senate will stand 
as does the present—12 Republicans to 9 Demo- 
crats. 

The Assembly last Winter had 25 Republicans to 
35 Democrats. The Republicans want 6 more 
members to gain the House. They hope to gain 
4 of them in Essex, and will certainly gain 3. They 
will gain 1, and perhaps 2, in Hudson; 1 or2 in 
Burlington, and have a fighting. ehance of gaining 
lin Bergen, 1 in Middlesex, 1in Monmouth, and 1 
in Camden. There is a prebability of losing 1 in 
Passaic and lyin Ocean. Thus, the ehances 
are rather in favor of the Republicans getting con- 
trol of both houses of the Legislature, which will 
have the appointment of a Controller and other 
minor officers. 

The election of a Republican Governor and a Re- 
publican Legislature in New-Jersey can surely be 
accomplished next Tuesday by a fall vote of the 
Repu and Independents.

IN THE XXiVth DISTRICT. 
———.——— 
TWO OCANDIDATES SELECTED WHO WILL 
WORK FOR ITS VARIED INTERESTS, 
The Republicans of the Twenty-fourth Dis- 
triet have placed in the field for their Assembly 
nominee Mr. Henry W. Hayden, a young lawyer, 
who has lived in the district nearly all his life and 
is tolerably familiar with the needs of this out- 
lying section of the City. Mr. Hayden was born 
in West Fourteenth-street 80 years ago. He was a 
student at the Throgge’s Neek Sconool, an institu- 


tion of some celebrity 25 years ago, and afterward 
Was admitted to the Columbia Law School, 
from which be was graduated in 1875. He 
immediately began the practice of his profession, 
and to-day is a member of the firm of Bartiett, 
Wilson & Hayden, of No. 45 Wali-street. Mr. Hay- 
den is a grandson of Judge James R. Whiting, for 
many years a familiar figure in the history of the 
annexed district. Mr. Hayden’s residence is 
Spuyten Dayvil. His Democratic opponents are 
Breen, of the County Democracy, and Clark, of 
Tammany Hall, each of whom have represented 
the distriet one terminthe Assembly. Neither of 
them were successful in procuring relief in any of 
the directions which the district demanded, and 
those who contribute so largeiy toward the payment 
of the district’s heavy taxes are disappointed at their 
legislative recorde, With a cieau representative, 
whose motives will be above suspicion, the Twen- 
ty-fourth District can procure legislative relief. 
Mr. Hayden is put forth as sueh a man. His educa- 
tion and the close attention which, as a private 
citizen, he has paid to the district’s wants, give 
him a «lear understanding of the intrieate points 
involved in the annexation act, and of the meth- 
ods to be presented to his legislative associates for 
obtaining much needed relief. The questions of 
taxation, rapid transit, the Harlem River improve- 
ment, the location of parks, the extension to the 
water supply, of drainage, and of an impreuvement 
in the installment plan of paying assessments, are 
ail of vital interest to this district. The friends of 
Alderman Wells, who has himself done so much 
forthe Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, 
believe that Mr. Hayden would be the man to 
settle them satisfactorily at Albany. 

The renomination of Alderman James L. Wells 
by the Republicans inthe Twenty-fourth District,al- 
though it permits of a canvass of only 10 days, will 
result in his re-election. Strongly Democraticas the 
district is, he has represented it in the board for 
the last three years. The secret of his success is 
his untiring labor for the welfare of the district's 
residents. early as an { Democrats voted for 
him last year as supported the Democratic vandi- 
dates. They have taken bold of his canvass with 
the same determination to re-elect him this year. 
With a Wells in the Board of Aldermen and a Hay- 
den to co-operate with him in the Legisiature, tne 
district's real estate interests ought to bound rap- 
idly forward within the next 12 months.

THR ANTI-POLYGAMY LAW. 
—- ~~ 
THE WORK AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
UTAH COMMISSIONERS. 


WasHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The Commissioners 
appointed by President Arthur under the aanti- 
pelygamy act to-day submitted their second an- 
nual report to the Secretary of the Interior. Be- 
fore proceeding with an account of their tranedd 
tions they make a statement of the legislation of 
Congress in rélation to polygamy and the powers 
invested in them to prevent polygamists from 
yoting. Contitiuing, théy say: ‘‘ We have heretofore 
communicated to the Departmént of the Interior 
the difficulties we encountered in entering tvon 
our duties last year; also, the measures we adopt- 
ed for excluding polygamists from registration 
and from the polls, and that we had excluded 
some 12,000 men atid women from registration 
and voting by reason of their disqualification under 
this aet. Pursuing the same policy we have had eqtal 
suceess at the general election held on the 6th of Au- 
gust, 1883, in excluding polygamists from tlie polls. 
As to the deciared objects of the act of Congress, 
as therein set forth, so far as appertains to our 
duties, it is not denied that the operation of the 


act has been eminently successful; thatis to say, 
the polyzamists have all been excluded from the 
polls and from eligibility to office. Considering 
that, during thé 20 yeara since the anti-polygamy 
act of 1862 was passed, the penaliies of that law 
have been enforced against not exceeding three 
persons, it would seem in the enforcement of the 
present law against some 12,000 polygamists, who 
have been excluded from the polls, it must justly 
be regarded that theact bas been fully and suc- 
cessfully executed. 

“ The diffisulty of the situation oan be better 
understood ftom the fact that among the ortho- 
dox Mormons of Utab polygamy isa part of their 
religions faith, and, while but a small per cent. of 
the whole adult Mormon population have actually 
entered into the polygamic relation, yet ail the 
faithful believe in it as a Divine revelation. The 
Mormons believe in the Old Testament, the New 
Testament, and & great dea! besides, namely, the 
Book of Motmon and divers so oa'Jed revelations, 
claimed to have been received by the prophet, Jo- 
seph Smith, and his successors, Brigham Young 
and John Taylor, which are mostly printed in 
their ** Book of Doetrine and Covenants.” Among 
these so-called revelations is one ih favor 
of a plurality of wives. That a doctrine and prao- 
tice so odious throughout Christendom should 
have been upheld so many years against the laws 
of Congress and the sentiments of the civilized 
world is one of the marvels of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and can be scarcely appreciated even by 
those who are familiar with the world’s bistory in 
relation to the difficulties of Governmental control 
or suppression of religious fanaticism. Certainly 
no Government can permit a violation of the laws 
under the guise of religious freedom, and while 
Congress ry! not legisiate as to mere matters of 
opinion, yet it may denounce and punish as crimes 
those actions which are in violation of social duties 
or subversive of good order. 

“Jn our report of Noy. 17, 1882, we made 
several recommendations which were sub- 
stantially incorporated into Senate bill No. 
2,288 of. the it session of Congress, re- 
ported by the duciciary Committee, Deo. 13, 
1882. This bill, however, contains some other 
provisions besides those mentioned, and we hope 
that the proposed measure as a whole will receive 
the favorable consideration of Congress at its next 
session. The recommendations above referred to 
—resabmitted as apart of this report—are as fol- 
iows: Inour judgment,a marriage law enacted 
by Congress would be an efficient auxiliary in the 
suppression of polygamy. It is asserted and gen- 
erally believed by non-Mormons in this Territory 
that plural marriage js still practical here in secret. 
We would commend that Congress enact a law 
declaring all future marriages in this Territor 
null and void, unless they are contracted and evi- 
denced in the manner provided by the act. For 
ezanple: That all marriages shall be solemnized in. 
certain designated publie places and witnessed by 
such persoms and registered in such publicioffices 
as to make the proof of umrriage morally certain; 
providing also, that the person ofliciating in the 
marriage ceremony, together with the parties 
and witnesses, shall make their affidavits 
against polygamy and set forth the time 
and place and other particulars relating to th 
marriage, or allow marriages to be solemnized i 
private, but with the iike guarantees of registra- 
tion, affidavits, witnesses, &c., and in either case 
providing penalties for the violation of the act by 
any of the persons coneerned therein. In making 
this suggestion we omit the details, which can be 
readily sungied by reference to the marriage acts 
of most of the States. In our former report we 
adverted to the law of this Territory conferring on 
women the right of suffrage. “This law was en- 
aeled by the Territorial Legislature some 12 years 
ago. Of course, it is competent for Congress to re- 
peal or annul this law. Without expressing any 
opinion on the question of woman suffrage in 
general, we are satisfied that, owing to the 
peculiar state of affairs in Utah, this law 
is an obstruction to the apsety solution of 
the vexed question. In the prosecution of 
polygamy cases here, it is difficuit to prove the 
first or lega 1 marriage. We would suggest as a 
remedy that the first or legal wife be deciared by 
aot of Comgress a competent witness in such pros- 
ecutions. nder the act of Congress, by virtue of 
whose provisions this commission was appointed, 
the people of Utah appear to be put upon proba- 
tion until a Legislative Assembly, elected under the 
provisions of the ast, shall meet and pass the 
requisite laws concerning registration and elev- 
tion. I’, however, the next session of the Legisla- 
tive Aesembly, elected under the act of Congress, 
shall fail to respond to the will of the Nation, Con- 
gress should have no hesitation in using extraor- 
dinary measures to compel the people of this Ter- 
ritory to obey the laws of the land.” 

* The present Legislature, chosen at the August 
election, is composed whoily of Mormons, 
none of whom, however, live in polygamy. 
This Legislature will convene in January 
next. It will be their duty, under the act of 
1882, to adopt measures, in conformity with the 
provisions of that law, for the suppression of 
polygamy. Whether the Legisiature will take 
such action may not propeky be discussed by us 
in advance of the opportunity given them by the 
law to do so. If they shall fail in this respect 
when the time shall come for them to act, this 
commission will be prepared to recommend, and 
Congress certainly will not delay the adoption of, 
the most stringent measures compatible with the 
limitations of the Constitution that may be eon- 
sidered necessary for the suppression of this great 
evil. In view of the fact that this eontingenvy 
might come we have already given the subject of 
such further legislation much study and refleetion, 
and will be ready at the proper time, ifthe case 
requires, to promptly present our views for the 
consideration of the President and Congress. ‘ 

Recently some 10 suits were instituted in the 
Third District Court of Utah by Mormons against 
the members of this commission, complaining that 
they had been unjustly deprived of the right to 
register and vote. These are understood to be 
test cases, designed to contest the constitutionality 
of the Edmunds act, as well as the legal construc- 
tion which we put upon its provisions. These suits 
are still undecided and are likely to be appealed to 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

“ It has been asserted that peyenmio marriages 
increased since the passage of the Edmunds act; 
on the contrary, we have the opinion of many 
Mormons and non-Mormons that they have com- 
paratively decreased since the passage of said set. 
After diligent = -¥! we believe the latter conclu- 
sion is correct. But the Utah Legislature will have 
the opportunity of satisfying the eountry on this 
particular subject by passing such a public mar- 
riage act as that which we have suggested to Con- 
gress. By this and such other legislation as we 
have indicated they will give the Government as- 
surance of their roby | and patriotism, and avert 
. sae that cannot but result in their disoom- 

ture."’

HALLET KILBOURN'S IMPRISONMENT. 
WasuinGTon, Oct. 30.—In the trial of the 
suit of Hallet Kilbourn against John G. Thompson, 
ex-Sergeant-at-Arms of the House of Representa- 
tives, Mr. Kilbourn was called as a witness. He 
gave an account of his arrest and imprisonment, 
reading passages from the report of the investiga- 


on committee and of the proceedings of the 
ouse. 

Q.—Was this jailin which you were imprisoned 
the one in which burglars, thieves, and other orim- 
inals were confined? A.—Yea, Sir. 

Q.—Where is it situated?’ A.—On the eastern 
branch, a mile or two east of the Capitol. 

Q.—What are ite surroundings? A.—In the rear 
of it is the eastern branch and its marshes. When 
I was there the small-pox hospital was adjacent to 
it. The Ptoter’s Field was also near it, and the Con- 
gressional Cemetery and the poor-house. There 
Was a great waste of land, and nothing in sight but 
the dome of the Capitol and the Goddess of Lib- 
erty. 

Then Mr. Kilbourn narrated the circumstances 
attending the cutting down of his allowance for 
rations and placing him on a ration of $1 a day. 
Mr. Kilbourn remarked that he thought thatasa 
guest of the Nation he was entitled to better treat- 
ment. His imprisonment had affected his health 
seriously. He was impregnated with malaria and 
broken down. Mr. Kilbourn testified that he paid 
about $200 physician's fees and $1,500 or $2,000 for 
atrip taken by the advice of his physiolan after 
leaving jail. His realestate business, which was 
prosperous, was substantially ruined by his con- 
finement. His credit was Gestroyed and he was 
foreed to sell at a sacrifice. 

Dr. Buikley was called and testified to the injury 
done to Mr. Kilbourn’s health by his confinement, 
The cotrt then adjourned.

A FORMER RESIDENT OF THIS CITY FOUND 


RIDDLED WITIHI SHOT, 

Correspondence of the Binghamton Pepublican, 

MILForp, Penh., Oct. 29.—Particulars have 
just been received here of one of the most cold- 
biooded murders ever committed in Pike County. 
The murdered man was Amos C. Cheever, aged 40 
years, living in Rattlesnake, Dingman townsbip. 
The body was discovered Sunday morning about 
4o'elock, lying on a wood pile, face dowiiward, 


half-way between the hog-pen and the house, 
There was a bullet-hole in tbe left breast, in the 
region of the heart. The body was completely 
riddled with fine shot. The body was discovered 
by Jerry Grosnieg, @ neighbor living a quarter of 
a mile away. He came to Milford and notified 
Coroner Tlirall, who impaneléed a jury. The evi- 
dence produced gave no clue to the murderer. 
From the direction of the ball and shot Dr. Emer- 
son adduced the fact that Cheever must have been 
chopping wood when the shots were fired. There 
was no evidence of a strugele. No arrests have 
yet been made, although suspicion attaches to sey- 
eral parties. @ murder was hot for robbery, as 
& sam of monéy in the house was untouched, 
Cheever formeriy lived in New-York City. 
Three years ago he bought.a farm where 
the murder was committed. Three weeks 
ago he and his wife auarreled, and she left 
and went to New-York. she isalleged to be living 
with relatives. Since then Cheever bas lived alone, 
his nearest neighbor being Jérry Greening, who 
has been made famous by an enterprising Pike 
County journalist as a great hear-hunter. Cheever 
and Greening have been at law ever since Cheever

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 


Wasurneton, Oct. 30, 1883. 
Secretary Folger to-day appointed Mifflin 
Emlen Bell, of Des Moines, Iowa, to be Supervis- 


ing Architect of the Treasury, vice J. G. Hill re- 
signed. Mr. Bell was architect of the Capitols at 
Springfield, [1l., and Des Moines’ Iowa. 


In his message to Congress recommending 
the reduction of the letter rate of postage to 2 


cents, President Arthur expressed the opinion that 
the reduction would cause a deficiency of $3,000,- 
000 {n the first year, and the official estimate shows 
his estimate to have been within about $41,000 of 
the deficiency as computed upon the receipts of 
the department since the two-cent rate has been in 
practical operation. 


The Cabinet meeting to-day was attended by 
allthe members except Secretary Frelinghuysen. 


It is understood ,that several important questions 
which have been pending in the different depart- 
ments were finally disposed of. One of the mat- 
ters considered, it is said, was the advisability of 
ordering courts of inquiry to investigate the con- 
duct of Commander Wildes, United States Navy, 
and Lieut. Garlington, United States Army, in the 
recent Greely relief expedition, in order to fix the 
responsibility for tne failure of the expedition. 


The Superintendent of the Railway Mail 
Service in his annual report asks for an increase in 


the appropriation for railway postal clerks of $318,- 
169, and states that in view of the rapid crowth of 
the mails by reason of the natural inerease, the 
two-cent postage, the 14,778 miles of raliroad upon 
which there are no clerks at the present time, and 
tho prospective railroads, that the entire amount is 
absolutely necessary. He alsoasks for an increase 
by $50,000 of the appropriation for railway postal 
cars. The special facilities paid for during the 
year were upon three lines: from New-York to 
Springfield, Mass.; from New-York to Albany, and 
from Philadeiphia to Charleston, 8. C. The appro- 
priation was $600,000, and the expenditure $185,121. 
The report details the advantages derived from 
this service and alludes to the existing arrange- 
ments for the present fiscal year, which are nearly 
identical with those of the previous year.

EXTRAORDINARY VITALITY. 

The case of Mr. Charles Briggs, a gentleman 
of Boston, who is now atthe Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital, is said by the physicians to be one 
of the most remarkable on record. His injuries 
are thus described by a Boston newspaper of Tues- 
day, Oct, 80: “Two weeks ago last Monday even- 
ing, while driving between Worcester and Mill- 
bury, he was thrown from his carriage, and in his 
fall his face struck with tremendous foree upon the 


curbstone. He lay unconscious until discovered 
by a passer-by,,who procured his removal to the 
Worcester Hospital. At that place an examination 
showed that his skull was fractured in two places, 
the jaw-bone in four places, and that kis nose was 
broken. The very reasonable conclusion was 
reached that no man with such frightful snpnies 
had any chance of life. He was therefore placed, 
etill unconscious and unidentified, in as comforta- 
ble a position as possible on the table in the op- 
erating-room. From the Monday of the accident 
to the Saturday foliowing no attempt was made to 
repair the injuries beyond doing such things as 
were necessary to stop the hemorrhage and enable 
the patient to breathe. The aecident had driven 
the jaw-bone back into the skull, and at first the 
broken cartilage of the nose was out of reach. 
Bet nature gradually pushed them back into place, 
though in knitting the jaw-bone became irregular 
in shape, so that after a while it had to be broken 
and reset, a dreadful operation for a man in sucha 
condition. On the Saturday after the aecident 
everything was done that could be done, and since 
that time a splendid constitution and the very best 
of care have led to constant improvement, so that 
now the physicians say that the chanoes of recoy- 
ery are four to one, and that, unlesx something 
unforeseen should happen, the patient will be able 
to leave the hospital in three weeks. Not only 
that, but, inthe event of his recovery, his face 
will not be seriously disfigured, and he will be not 
at all likely to suffer permanently.

SEVERELY BURNED IN AN EXPLOSION. 

Four persons were severely burned last 
evening by the explosion of a kettle of varnish in 
the eabinet shop of Nussbaum & Bergner, on the 
top floor of the three-story brick and frame buila- 
ing in the rear of No. 182 Eldridge-street. Frank 
Nussbaum and his brother Philip and two varnish- 


ers, George Weiss me George Lacoff, were in the 
shop atthe time. A kettle of varnish stood on the 
floor of the shop, while immediately overkead, 
fastened to the wall, was alighted kerosene lamp. 
The varnishers were about to begin work 
when the vapor arisi from the varnish, 
which contained benzine, ignited from the flame 
of the lamp, and an explosion fellowed. 
The flaming varnish spurted over the men, burn- 
ing them about the bands and face and setting 
their clothes on fire. Despite their injuries they 
endeavored to put out the fire by throwing pails 
of water on the flames, but were soon compelled to 
retreat and make their way into the street. an 
alarm brought the fire engines te the spot and the 
fire was speedily extinguished, Frank and mir 
Nussbaum were taken toi8t. Francis’s Hospital, 
Welss was taken to Belleyue, and Lacoff went to 
his home, No. 210 East Eleventh-street. All are 
burned about the face and arms. The damage to 
the building and contents will not exceed $500.

The confiding philosopher of the Sun ought 
to know by this time that he cannot point 
the Democrats of New-York to the spoils of 
office just abead and then hope to keep 
them from tearing each other to pieces to 
get hold of them. 


THE MORMON PRUBLEM. 


Congress has no right to punish an in- 
habitant of a Territory for holding a speci- 
fied religious opinion or belief, but it has an 
undoubted right to punish him for violating 
laws that are constitutional and that are en- 
forced in every Stateinthe Union. Bigamy 
is a crime in every part of the United States. 
It is a crime in Utah, and the law of 1862 
provides for the punishment of bigamists or 
polygamists in that Territory by fine and im- 
prisonment, but in twenty years there have 
been but three eonvictions under the act. It 
has been practically impossible to get evi- 
dence against the guilty, for in upholding 
bigamy or polygamy the people of Utah 
have been supporting an institution estab- 
lished, as they believe, by Divine command. 

The report submitted by the Utah Com- 
missioners plainly shows what has been ac- 
complished under the Edmunds act, and 
contains several excellent suggestions upon 
which additional legislation may be based. 
The act has been fully and successfully 
executed; 12,000 polygamists have been 
disfranchised; but the power of the church 
has been maintained by the votes of the re- 
maining Mormons, who are polygamists in 
belief but monogamists in practice. Thé 
Commissioners are of the opinion, notwith- 
standing the election of a Mormon 
Legislature, that the Edmunds act will 
eventually make polygamous marriages 
unpopular inthe Territory. It is said that 
the young men will hesitate about disfran- 
chising themselves by taking more than one 
wife, and that the church itself will not en- 
courage polygamy, because it must have 
a sufficient number of monogamist mem- 
bers to control Territorial politics by a,ma- 
jority vote. On the other hand, it should 
not be forgotten that the leaders of the Mor- 
mon people are telling the young men that 
the Edmunds act will be declared unconsti- 
tutional,*and that ten suits involving the 
constitutionality of the act are now pending. 

While it may be that the act will de- 
érease the number of polygamous marriages, 
a Vigorous attempt should be made at once 
to enforce the existing law against bigamy 
and to punish bigamists. - It is in this way 
that the evil can be most effectively attacked. 
It has been difficult, if not impossible, to 
secure any evidence concerning the illegal 
marriage ceremonies, tor these ceremonies 
have been performed in secret. Congress 
should, at the coming session, enact a law 
providing that marriage ceremonies in Utah 
shall be performed in public, in designated 
places, in the presence of witnesses; that the 
contract shall be registered in a public office, 
and that all the facts needed for the estab- 
lishment of & lawful marriage shall be sworn 
to in affidavits by the witnesses and the offi- 
ciating person. It may not, however, be 
absolutely necessary to require a public cer- 
emony, but in every case the ceremony 
should be a matter of record, and should be 
established by the sworn and recorded state- 
ments of the persons concerned as witnesses 
or principals. Congress should, moreover, 
act upon the commission’s suggestion to the 
effect that the first wife of a polygamist 
shall be made a competent witness in prose- 
cutions. 

The Commissioners apparently have no 
confidence in the new Legislature, and they 
promise to recommend, if the Legislature 
shall fail to do its duty, the use of extraor- 
dinary and the most stringent constitutional 
measures by Congress. The people of Utah 
ought not to be disfranchised, without ex- 
ception, until there shall remain no other 
method of suppressing the crimes of which 
polygamists are guilty. Bigamy is forbid- 
den by law. Is it not possible by additional 
legislation of some kind to secure the con- 
viction and punishment of those who violate 
the law ? If the law shall be enforced polyg- 
amy will disappear. It seems to us that all 
the powers of Congress in this direction 
should be exhausted before resorting to uni- 
versal disfranchisement and government by 
commission. 


MR. MAYNARD’S OFS UNSE. 

Probably if it had been generally known 
at the Buffalo Convention that Boss Man- 
NING’s candidate for Secretary of State had 
a temperance record he would not have re- 
ceived the nomination. The liquor-dealers 
bave found it out, and in their minds it 
disqualifies him for any high office. The 
Democrats of the State ought to have 
thought of this before they were irrevocably 
committed to the support of a man who is 
not only temperate himself but anxious to 
promote temperance in others. The liquor- 
dealers and the ‘‘rum element’’ generally 
form so large and influential a portion of 
the party that they should be consulted be- 
forehand about nominations. Hereafter 
when aman is put forward as a candidate 
before a Democratic Convention it will be in 
order to find out whether he is sound on the 
rum question. All prospective candidates 
should be required to join the delegation 
from this City and make the journey with 
it to the scene of the convention. A thor- 
ough test of their babits and principles 
might thereby be secured, and if they passed 
it successfully there isno doubt that the 
liquor-dealers, who would have a large per- 
sonal representation among the delegates, 
would be satisfied with them. 

Furthermore, aspiring politicians of the 
Democratic faith should underatend what is 
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expected of them. If they have any 
“‘bigoted”’ or ‘‘ fanatical’ notions on tem- 
perance they may as well fling away ambi- 
tion or change their politics. A necessary 
qualification for Democratic nominations is 
a willingness to “‘set em up for the boys” 
and to do everything possible to encourage 


and protect the ‘legitimate business’ of” 


dispensing intoxicating liquids by the glass. 


Mr. Marnarp’s offense is a rather mild 
one, and the few adherents of Tammany 
who care anything about the State ticket are 
disposed to extenuate it. They say that it 
is not true that Mr. Maynanp is himself an 
abstainer. They are prepared to testify 
that he;will stand up and take his whisky 
straight, likeaman. Of course, if it had to 
be admitted that he did not himself indulge 
in Democratic potations the case would 
be simply hopeless. No real temperance 
man could expect to poll more than a third 
of the party vote. When Mr. MayNnarp 
was in the Legislature he opposed extend- 
ing to the rural districts the free pro- 
visions of the excise law which were 
demanded for the large cities. For this 
he is excused on the ground that he repre- 
sented the position of his own rural con- 
stituency. Of course, he was not personally 
guilty of the absurdity of favoring a restric- 
tion of the liquor traffic anywhere. His 
own convictions were all right, but he had 
to concede something to the bigoted coun- 
trymen who voted for him. This defense 
is a very strong one. As a good Demo- 
crat he was under no obligation to act on 
his own convictions, but was bound to take 
the course which would make his support 
safe. Now that he is a candidate of ,the 
party at large, and needs the favor of the 
class from which New-York Aldermen are 
for the most part selected, it is well that his 


‘true principles should be made known. He 


is a temperance man for the rural districts 
of Delaware County only, but in the wider 
field of State politics he takes his whisky 
straignt and believes in a ‘‘liberal’’ policy. 
The liquor-dealers should be satisfied, and 
the rural voter should be kept in the dark 
as to the real facts. 


ORUMBAUGH. 


The profane people of the Blue Grass re- 
gion are being amused by what are called 
the revelations in the Crumbaugh case. The 
busy and hurrying world may have forgot- 
ten CrumBaves. Major S. R. Crumpaven 
was an officer in the navy, although it is 
possible that he may have also figured in the 
Kentucky militia, as there are no Majors in 
the United States Navy. During the brief 
and brilliant opening of the reign of Mr. 
Evans, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Major CrumpaucH came to the surface 
as candidate for the position of Secre- 
tary of the Navy. This was in July last, 
when it was considered certain that Mr. 
WitiraM E. CHanpLeR would be chosen 
United States Senator from New-Hamp- 
shire. lt was then thought impossible that 
Mr. CHANDLER should fail of an election, 
as he is a sagacious and wary politician who 
would not enter a canvass without being 
certain of success. Mr. CHANDLER, how- 
ever, was not elected, and no vacancy oc- 
curred in the Navy Department. If there 
had, Major S. k. CrumBaven should have 
been his successor. 


Major 8. R. CRuMBAUGH’S canvass was 
managed in a way that was at once unique 
and forcible. Being Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Second District of Kentucky, 
he sent out letters and circulars to his depu- 
ties and friends urging them to organize pub- 
lic opinion in his behalf as the most eligible 
candidate for the post of Secretary of the 
Navy. 

Although months have passed since the 
places that knew CRUMBAUGH in the internal 
revenue service know him no more, the 
much-persecuted Major has just been haled 
before the United States court for violation 
of the postal laws. 

_ Specifically it was charged that Major 
CRUMBAUGH sent a great number of per- 
sonal letters in official envelopes to his 
friends urging upon them that they adopt 
ways and means to procure his indorsement 
as candidate for Secretary of the Navy. 
No Cabinet Minister, it is well known, is 
ever awarded a portfolio without recom- 
mendations from his friends and previous 
employers. If it happened that Major 
CRUMBAUGH, in the press of business, inad- 
vertently put these campaign letters into 
official envelopes, (the penalty for thus 
using which is $300 in each and every 
case,) why should he be held to 
strict account? It is probable, however, 
that this recegt persecution is inspired by 
Mr. Commissioner Evans, who is known to 
have opposed Major CRUMBAUGH’s scheme 
to be appointed Secretary of the Navy. In 
one of the letters just now made public 
Major CrumBaved alludes to his then re- 
spected chief, Mr. Evans, as ‘‘a jealous 
and narrow-minded man, who is stung by 
my [CrumBavGn’s] growing popularity, 
and is jealous of the growing esteem in 
which I am known to be held by the 
President, and of the probability of my soon 
being appointed to a Cabinet position.” 
Unhappily, Major Crumsavea, although 
almost as handsome as Mr. Conk ine, and 
almost made Secretary of the Navy, has 
been on trial in Kentucky for using official 
envelopes for private correspondence. The 
réal purpose of the trial, which has been 
amply accomplished, was to make Crom- 
BAUGH ridiculous. The downfall of Mr.

A LOST CAMERA. 

Mr. L. Cox, photographer, is just at pres- 
ent anxious to know who is to pay him for 
his broken camera. Last Monday it oc- 
curred to certain policemen that the photo- 
graph of Mr. Toomas Davis—a man said 
to be a professional criminal—would be a 
desirable addition to the Rogues’ Gallery. 
Thereupon they arrested Mr. Davis, escort- 
ed him to Mr. Coe’s photographic studio, 
and directed the photographer to take the 
man’s likeness. Mr. Davis, curiously 
enough, did not wish to have his photo- 
graph taken—fearing, perhaps, that the Sun 
would get hold of it and publish it as a por- 
trait of Hotman—so he seized his chair, 
and, using it as aclub, irretrievably smashed 
the camera. For this offense he was again 
arrested and committed to jailon a charge 
of disorderly conduct. Of course, he will 
not pay for the camera, and as the police 
officers did not smash it. they will not pay 


for it; so that Mr. Coz is naturally in a dis- 
contented and gloomy frame of mind. , 

Inasmuch as this is supposed to be a 
country governed by law, it would be in- 
teresting to know in accordance with what 
law policemen can forcibly compel a man 
to be photographed in crder to make him 
infamous by hanging his photograph in a 
gallery of portraits of noted criminals. In 
the case of Davis, the man seems to have 
been seized by the police and dragged to 
the photographer’s merely because he was 
an alleged habitual criminal and not be- 
cause there was any charge against him 
upon which he might have been law- 
fully arrested. If Davis had quietly 
submitted, his portrait would now be in the 
Rogues’ Gallery; but as he did not submit, 
he is punished by imprisonment on a charge 
of disorderly conduct. It thus appears that 
the police may seize upon any citizen, drag 
him to a photographer’s studio, and there 
give him the option of either furnishing the 
Rogues’ Gallery with his photograph or of 
being committed to jail for disorderly con- 
duct in resisting the effort to steal his por- 
trait. If this sort of thing happened in Rus- 
sia we should call it intolerable tyranny. 
As it happens here, we merely notice it as a 
curious and interesting incident. A man 
may be a habitual criminal and yet have 
some rights, and among these is clearly the 
right to be protected from outrages like that 
to which Davis was subjected. 


CHANCE AND CERTAINTY. 


A 8t. Louis Judge has decided that poker 
is a game of chance, and that to play poker 
for money is gambling, and should be pun- 
ished as such. In the course of the Judge’s 
opinion he remarks: ‘‘ The evidence further 
discloses the fact that while the game 
of poker requiresa great deal of skill on 
the part of the players, yet the element of 
chance largely enters into it, and in my 
opinion brings it within the statute.”’ 

That poker is a game in which gambling 
is possible is not altogether a new idea. The 
same idea not infrequently occurs to the 
man who goes home at midnight after a 
social game of poker in the course of which 
he has placed too much confidence in what 
the Mississippian would call ‘‘two little pa’s.”’ 
Indeed, in such circumstances men have said 
to themselves not only that poker is a gam- 
bling game but that it isa downright wicked 
game. The St. Louis Judge may there- 
fore possibly be right in assuming that 
poker can be perverted to the purpose of 
gambling, but by what authority does he 
assert that the element of chance enters into 
it? Has he read the proceedings of the well- 
known army court-martial that a year or 
two ago tried an officer for holding a long 
succession of such hands as “straight 
flushes’’ and ‘‘fours’’ with the result of im- 
poverishing every army post at which. he 
was stationed? Let the Judge’ read this 
leading poker case, and decide for himself 
to what extent, if any, the element of chance 
entered into the army officer’s method of 
playing poker. 

It certainly does seem very strange that a 
St. Louis court should regard poker asa 
game of chance. Not that in poker, asin 
all things mundane, the element of chance 
may not enter. For example, it may happen 
that the accomplished St. Louis poker 
player may make a mistake in reading the 
backs of his adversary’s cards, or he may 
make a mistake in dealing, and thus instead 
of reserving a ‘‘ straight flush” for himself 
may deal a “full” to his adversary and 
leave himself with absolutely nothing. . Or 
he may even fail to bring in his ‘‘cold deck’’ 
at the proper moment, or may inadvertently 
drop his reserved aces on the table to the 
utter ruin of his game. All these accidents 
may happen—justasit may happen to aman 
who is eating oysters to choke himself witha 
mammoth concealed pearl. - For all that, no 
one pretends that ‘‘the element of chance’’ 
enters into oyster-eating to such an extent 
as to bring it within the statute against 
games of chance; and no one ought to as- 
sume that, because a poker player may 
chance to make a mistake, the St. Louis 
Judge is right in calling poker a game of 
chance. The truth is that, when managed 
by a veteran St. Louis player, the game of 
poker belongs among. the exact sciences. 
There is nothing in mathematics that is surer 
than that the experienced St. Louis player 
will win every important game of, poker in 
which he may engage. 

The Judge ought to recall his-personal ex- 
perience while studying poker. Of course 
he lost, for he is convinced that poker isa 
gambling game. Did he at any time during 
his studies have the slightest chance of win- 
ning? He must know perfectly well that 
he did not, and therefore he ought to com- 
prehend that certainty and not chance is the 
feature which distinguishes poker from all 
other games of cards.

The Cincinnati Enquirer devotes almost a 
page to what it terms a “census” of the Ohio peo- 
ple now dwelling in Washington, ineluding, besides 
the host of Federal effice-holders from that State, 
a large number of distinguished Ohioans who pass 
their days at the national capital for reasons, it is 
inferred, not remotely connected with patronage. 
It appears from this interesting exposition that 
140 persons employed in the Treasury Department 
are credited to Ohio, and that the salaries of these 
range from $2,500 to $600 per annum; that 24 em- 
ployes of the Post Office Department were appoint- 
ed from Ohio, their salaries ranging from $2,000 
a year to $720; that in the Interior Depart- 
ment 171 Ohio men and women earn from 
$2,000 to $600 a year; that 76 War Department 
clerks and assistants with similar salaries are from 
the same Iueky State, which also has sent 6 of its 
citizens to serve their country in the Department 
of Justice, 1 to de similar duty in the Navy Depart- 
ment, 2in the State Deparpment, and 74 in the 
Government Printing-offiee. Three of the clerks 
at the White House are also from Oblo. This list, 
which comprises the names of 49 persons, does 
net inetude Presidential appointments. An Asso- 
elate Justice of the United States Supreme Court, 
the Chiaf-Justioe of the Court of Claims and sn 


Associate Judge of the same court, a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Celumbia, the 
Coroner of the District, and the Corporation Coun- 
sel of Washington eity are among the more distin- 
guished office-holders in Washington who originally 
went there from Ubio. The object of tho Hnguirer 
in printing this information does not appear. It 
surely cannot expect the people of Ohio to vote for 
the overthrow of a Government which has been so 
eonspicuously generous to their brothers and sis- 
ters. But perhaps the Enquirer regards all these 
Offices as the rightful pessessions of Ohio and seeks 
to inspire new zeal in the Democratic breast.

OBITUARY. 


ARMISTEAD BURT. 
The Hon. Armistead Burt, ef Charleston, 8. 
C., died very su@denly yesterday, while alone in: 


his law office at Abbeville, 8. C, He was one of’ 


the most eminent lawyers in South Carolins and 
had been for many years a prominent figure inthe 
politics of that State. He was born in Edgefieid 
County, South Carolina, received a liberal educa- 
tion, was admitted to the Barin 1823 and located. 
at Abbeville, where he practiced law until 
bis death. He was a member of Congress 
from 1848 to 1853, and during a_ part 
of the Thirtieth Congress acted as 
Speaker of the House of Representatives. He was 
married to a niece of John C. Calhoun, who died 
without issue some years ago. He was an ardent, 
secessionist and a member of the State Legisla- 
ture in 1865 which enacted “the black code.”” In

Dr. John J. Zitzer, an old and prominent 
surgeon and Republican pelitioian, died at Balti-- 
more, Md., yesterday.

After being graduated from a leading medical 
school in Europe, he entered the Prussian Army, 
in which he had a neted career. He was banished 
from Prussia for his extreme politieal views, and 
went to Hungary, where, in 1848, he was made 
Surgeon-General of the Hungarian Army. Three 
years afterward he resigned that position, came to 
America, and settled in Carlisle, Penn, During 
the war he was Surgeon-General of the State of 
Pennsylvania. He became prominently identified 
with the Republican polities of the State, ana it 
was he who first introduced Carl Schurz toa Re- 
publican mass-meeting. The doctor was also for 
several years Gen. Grant’s and Simon Cameron’s 
family pbysician.

HOW ELLA STEELE WAS INDUCED TO LEAVi. 
: HER MONEY TO 8TRANGERS. 
MrippLetown, N. Y., Oct. 30.—In Novem 
ber, 1879, a young woman named Ella Steele died 
at the house of W. J. McKee, a farmer, living six 
miles from Wentsboro, Sullivan Connty, im the 
Shawangunk Mountains. She was 25 years old, 
and had been an invalid since 2 child. « Her father, 


William Steele, was killed at the battie of Peach Tree 
Creek, in 1862, he having been one of the first men 
in Sullivan County to enlist in the late war. Mrs. 
Steele and Ella then took up their residence with 
a sister of Steele’s, Mrs. Grace In 1876 
the mother died, leaving property to the amount 
of about $5,000 to her daughter, who continued to 
be cared for by her aged aunt. After the death of 
Mrs. Steele, Horton McKee, a son of W. J. McKee, 
mentioned above, began paying frequent visits to 
Ella, and, aithough she was a hopeless invalid, it 
was understocd that the two were engaged to be 
married. One night in the Spring of 1879 young 
McKee spent the evening with the girl, and in the 
course of conversation toid her that his mother 
wanted to see her. She left ber aunt’s that night 
with him, and never returned tothe house 

She went to McKee’s, and Mrs. McKee convinced 
her that the mountain air would soon restore her 
to health, but that the air in the valley would be 
fatal to her. 

Late in Octoberof 1879 J. V. Morrison, a Justies 
of the Peace, was summoned to McKee’s for the 
purpose of making Miss Steele’s will. He said 
she expressed a wish to leave ali her property to 
Mra, McKee and make Mr. McKee her Administra- 
tor, because her aunt, Mrs. Quinlan, had reported 
that she was married to Horton McKee, which was 
nottrue. The will was so drawn and the giri died 
soon afterward. The will was offered for probate 
in 1880, but it was contested by Mrs. Quinisn on 
the ground that it had been procured through un- 
due influence and fraud. Tne Surrogate rej 
the will. The General Term was appealed to and 
the action of the Surrogate was reversed. and the 
case ordered back te the lower court for trial by a 
jury. The case came on at the last week’s term of 
Sullivan County Courts, and a verdict was ren- 
dered in fayor of Mrs. Quinlan.

LORD LORNE ON HOMB RULE. 

Toronto, Ontario, Oct. 30.—A special cable 
dispatch from London to the Glode says: ‘The 
Contemporary Review for November, issued to-day, 
contains an article by the Marquis of Lorne, late 
Governor-General of the Dominion, entitled, *Ca- 
nadian Home Rule.’ It was written in cem 
ance witha vogue to furnish notes suggestive of 
steps that might be taken to meet the demand 
for heme rule for Ireland, or to provide informa- 
tion naving a bearing upon the future of Australia, 
The Marquis discusses the cheaf features of the 
Federal Government of Canads, indicates the in- 
dividual rights reserved to different Provinces, 
and dwells specially upon the danger which must 
arise should one member of the confederation be- 
come strong enough to oppose the will of the cen- 
tral Government. Lord Lorne declares that 
should a provinclal feeling be developed strone- 
er than the feeling of loyalty to the general 
Government, the American civil war may 
repeated in Canada. An equality of strength 
among the various members of the eon- 
federation would be the best guarantee against 
this. The conclusion drawn is that the experience 
of the American States shows that while purely 
looal matters may be left to the controi of local 
assemblies, it is all important that no provinee be 
organized of such strength as to be able to form- 
ulate a policy looking to a conflict with the res? 
of the country.”

MISS MULCAHEY’S MARRIAGE PUT 
OFF AT THE LAST MOMENT. 
BRIDE, MINISTER, SPECTATORS, AND WED- 

DING BREAKFAST ALL READY, WAIT- 
ING FOR A FAITHLESS LOVER. 
WNew-Haven, Conn., Oct. 30.—For a long 
time Eugene Lynch.a Philadelphia artisan, former 
ly of New-Haven, and Miss Katherine T. Mulcahey, 
of this city, have beem betrothed. They were a 
handsome couple; he 30, tall, and stylish, and she 
a blue-eyed. golden-haired bionde, the daughter of 
one of the representative Catholic families of 
New-Haven. They were one of the most popular 
couples in the seciety of the Church of the Sacred 
Heart, and when, a few weeks ago, their 
wedding was announced to take place this 
morning, the event was looked forward to 
with much interest. The groom was here 
as the guest of the bride’s family ashort while ago, 
when the arrangements were perfected for the 
consummation of the nuptials. He was to have 


arrived at the bride’s home last evening, and the 
bridal party were to leave for their new home in 
the City of Brotherly Love this noon. At the 
chureh this morning respectable citizens filled it to 
the doors. The subdued lights, the twinkling gas- 
jets, the diffused odor of banks of flowers, the low 
delicious strains of the organ, and unusually elabo- 
rate preparation betokened the approach of the 
happy event. 

The wedding was set down for9o'clcck. The 
hour came. The audience craned their necks in 
expectancy of the brida! party. Ten minutes wore 
away, subdved whispers passed among the con- 
gregation and a hum of wenderment a:ose which 
was not dissipated when the Rev. Father Mulcahey 
manned in front of the massive floral arch beneath 
whieh the pair were to have been united and in- 
formed the people that there was no oceasion for 
their remaining longer. The wedding would not 
oecur. He voucbsafed no explanation. The guests 
filed out of the church in surprise and disappoint- 
ment. Few of them were content to start for 
home, however, before they had learned the rumor 
which circulated with electric rapidity that the 
wedding was off on account of a failure of the 
prospective groom to appear. Whether bis ab- 
sence was due to intention or accident no one 
seemed to know. It was the general talk, how- 
ever, that Lynch had proved recalcitrant at the 
Jast moment, and, accepting this view of the case, 
his conduct was denounced in the most emphatic 
terms. 

“She has escaped very luckily,” was the com- 
mon remark expressed among tt e departing guests 
to the wedding which did not occur. This feeling 
was also the sentiment of Mr. Mulcabey’s neigh- 
bors, who talked of litule else to-day but the wed- 
ding fiasco. At the Muleahey mansion. although 
Mr. Lyneb’s non-appearanice last night occasioned 
surprise and disappointment, still the bride would 
listen to no word of euspicion, and to-day the 
bouse blossomed in elaborate preparation, and an 
exquisite wedding breakfast was laid in the back 

lors. But her friends were evidently less in- 
clined to bave faith in Lynch. Late last mght a 
man called at the residence of Dr. Doherty, Regis- 
ter of Vital Statistics, and roused him from 
his slumbers to inquire if Eugene Lynch had 
taken out a marriage license. The coctor replied 
that he had not. This morning about 9 o'clock 
another man. called and made the same inquiry. 
Ten minutes later two other gentlemen appeared, 
in a manner which indicated that they were wed- 
aing guests, at the doctor's office and repeated the 
query. To all the same answer was returned. Mr. 
Lynch had not taken out a marriage license. Miss 
Muleahey, attired in her bridal garments, sat at 
the window this morning eageriy watching for 
the prospective bridegroom. For more than an 
bour she sat in tbis attitude of expectancy. In 
front of the dwelling a hack was in waiting to con- 
vey them tothe church. Suddenly her heart fel. 
Up the lawn sbortly after $ o'clock came a biue 
jacketed telegraph boy witb ar ominous brown en- 
velope in hishand. The message was given her. 
Presently the hack drove away empty. While the 
femily refuse to divulge the contents of this mes- 
sage, it is stated freely that it wasfrom Mr. Lynch;

A sug- 
gestion that posmee Mr. Lynch had been detained 
by some unavoidable accident or misfortune was 
dismissed by the members of the family with an 
emphasis more pesitive tham an actual denial. It 
Was apparent that all faith in Mr. Lynch had beeu 
lost.

This evening Lynch came to Batavia and pro- 
seeded at once to the Rowell House, where he had 
supper. After supper he and Mrs. Rowell retired 
toachamber. They had hardly got in bed before 
the room door flew open and Rowell dashed 
n with revolver in hand. He discharged 
the weapon once, and Lynch sprang from the bed 
and rushed down stairs followed by Rowell, who 
fired three shots while Lynch was descenaing. 
Lynch fell to the floor at the foot of 
the stairs dead. Mrs. Rowell followea down 
the stairway, and, opening the street door, 
cried for belp and for somebody to go for a doctor. 
Rowell stood near her upbraiding her for 
Infidelity, and said that such actions had 
been carried on long enough. Mrs. Row- 
ell’s cries were heard by neighbors, and 
soon Coroner Tozier and Sheriff Southworth 
arrived at the house. Rowell was placed under 
atrest and subsequently taken before Police Jus- 
lice Lent, where he pleaded not guilty to a charge 
of murder, and he was lodged in jail.

MR. IRVING AND MISS TERRY IN 
“CHARLES I.” 

Miss Ellen Terry was received last night, on 
her first appearance as Queen Henrietta Maria, in 
the first act of “ Charles I.,” with a eerdial greet- 
ing. Before the the curtain fel! on the fourth act 
she had much more than won her welcome, having 
in the interval scored a pronounced success and 
approved herself ene of the most intelligent, ac-~ 
complished, and charming of the romantic ac- 
tresses who have been seen upon our boards. 

Mr. Wills’s “ Charlies I.” is a royalist drama, 
and however wildly wrong the royalist view may 
be historically, it is assureciy the right view—in- 
deed, the only possible view cramatiocally. The 
play is well conceived and not ill-written, taking 
only such liberties with the facts of history as are 
requisite to bring Cromweli into intimate relations 
of opposition to the King and convert him into the 
Villain of the piece. The first actis a royal family 
party at Hampton Court the day after the seizure 
of the five members. In the second act it is 
Cremwell for whom the King sends to White- 
hall to help manage his refractory Commons, 
Cromwell who defies the King and oalis in 
the train bands, which are met by a troop 
of Cavaliers pouring in from the other side at the 
Queen's summons; in the third, Cromwell to 
whom the King, betrayed by Moray, surrenders his 
sword after the Naseby fight; in the fourth, Crom- 
well to whom the Queen vainly pleads for the life 
of her husband before the interview with the 
doomed monarch which ends the play. 

The part of Henrietta Maria naturally prepares 
us for a tragedy queen, anc Miss Terry does not at 
all realize the idea of atragedy queen. Her stage 
presence is extremely taking, not at all majestic. 
Her figure is slender and supple, her face bright, 
incenuous, expressive; her voice fresh and clear, 
well modulated, but not so well as to be free 
from monotony in the sustained declamations 
with which the piece abounds; her motions 
prompt, free, and spontaneous, and her ‘‘sta- 
tions,” to revive a good Shakespearean word, full 
of plastic crace—in alla winning and a charming 
aetress. She is too intelligent and too muca mis- 
tress of her art to come glaringly short inany ofthe 
wide range of emotions which the movement of 
the drama demands of the Queen. Nowhere does 
she really fail_—in the denunciation of Moray, in 
the defiance of Cromwell, in theagony of apprehen- 
sion for her husband while the guns of Naseby 
are sounding; but the pathos of her ap- 
peal to Cromwell, the melting tenderness of her 
farewell to the King, the clinging attitudes, the 
broken words, the tears in the voice, show 
of what good gifts nature has been most bountiful 
to her, where the work of her intelligence is most 
likely to be effectively enhanced by temperament 
and charm; what a Juliet, what a Desdemona, we 
may hope to see. 

Temperament and charm are the great gifts that 
have been bestowed upen Miss Terry and with- 
holden from Mr. Irving. With unusual physical 
advantages and unusual intellectual advantages 
for his art, with a consummate knowledge of stage 
effect, including the use of his own limbs and fea- 
tures as part of the stage machinery, and a power 
of presenting the rudimentary human and even 
animal emotions, such asthe terror which is the 
theme of “The Bells,” with an _ intensity 
perhaps unequaled by any living player, 
his acting lacks temperament; it lacks charm: 
it is unsympathetie acting; and to say this is to 
say thathe is foredoomed to miss the pathetic, 
substituting for it either the bathetio or the plainly 
inadequate and ineffectual. Of ingenuity and 
study and knowledge of stage effect his per- 
sonation of Charies I. gives abundant ervi- 
dence. His peremptory interruption of 
Cromwell's accusation of treason, his “ Who 
is this rude gentleman ?” at Ireton’s incivility, his 
“Uneover in the presence of your King,” especialiy 
his by-piay in first refusing and then delivering his 
sword to Cromwell—all these are admirably man- 
aged. Tne force of “ business” can no further go. 
But the mannerisms which seem to belong 
to the character of Mathias are obtrusive and in- 
jurious in the part of the King. The make-up 
is wonderful. It seems as if the Vandyke had 
stepped down from its frame, and nobody would 
guess the personator of Charles IL to be the per- 
sonator of Mathias if his speech and his walk did 
not bewray him. The ungainly, halting stride is 
here not characteristic, but timply intrusive. The 
monotonous cadenee is here out of place, alike 
in passages of tenderness and in the lines of 
lofty deelamation, and these latter lines are 
marred also by the mouthing of some 
words and the slurring of others. The crucial 
scene of the play is undoubtedly the fare- 
well interview in the last act, where the 
Queen lavishes a passionate prodigality of 
sweet affection and piercing sorrow upon 
the unresponsive monarch. The  tender- 
ivy soenrings the barky fineersof the elm. The 
royal martyr is not tender: he is only decorous. 
He is not affecting; he is only lachrymose, When 
be comes to speak his responses te the tears and 
caresses and broken words with which his 
Queen clings to him, he speaks them with what 
Cariyle calls *‘that monotonous boo-hoo of prede- 
termined pathos’’ which is fatalte true pathos. It 


is clear that Mr. Irving knew very well what he was, 


about when he selected Mathias, monodram as it 
is, for his opening part, sacrificed his associates 
and threw ensemble to the winds. Non omnia 
possumus omnes. 

Last night showed that his associates were 
wortby of a milder fate, and that no- 
body understands the production of  en- 
semble better. Mr. Tyars made up well 
and acted not ill as Cromwell. Mr. Terris's Moray 
was picturesque and not without intelligence. 
the royal children were far better trained than 
stage children are apt to be. And the stage 
management throughuot was a marvel of perfec- 
tion. The scenery and costumes were exact and 
apprepriate without calling for admiration for 
their own sakes, and so thoroughly artistic. But 
the exits and the entrances, the stations and 
the groupings were all managed with a thorougb- 
ness for which we have scareely any other 
examples on the English-speaking stage. The 
tableaux, into which the actors seem not to be ar- 
ranged so much as spontaneously to fall. at the 
end of the second, the third, and the fourth 
acts are real pictures, triumphs of stage 
management eoncealing its art. The en- 
semble would make the piece acceptable even 
if Miss Terry were less winning and less moving in 
the part of the Queen, and if Mr. Irving were less 
intelligent and even more , unsympathetic in the 


part of the King.

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RAILWAY WORK AND PLANS 


THE SCHEME OF THE UNITED 
STATES CENTRAL. 

A COMPANY ORGANIZFD IN 8AN FRANCISCO, 

witH $75,000,000 CAPITAL, TO BUILD A 


ROAD ACROSS THE PLAINS. 

3AN Francisco, Oct. 30.—Articles of incor- 
poration of the United States Central Railroad 
Company, with a capital of $75,000,000, were filed 
to-day at Denver, Col., with head business offices 
in this city. “ The opening of this road,"’ said Chie? 
Engineer Col. Lyman Brodges to an Associated 
Press representative, ‘ will be the most important 
event to the people of San Francisco sinee the Cen- 
tral Pacific Road was opened.’”’ Among the road's 
promoters are W. W. Walker, President of the St. 
Louis and Hannibal Road; John Sharp, Presi- 
dent of the Utah Central: Richard King, of the 
National Bank of Commerce, New-York; 


John L. Beveridge, ex-Governor of Illinois; John 
C. Shert, President of the American Finance Com- 
pany. New-York; Alvah Mansur, of St. Louis; E. 
Raudett, Isaac Cooper, D. R. McDonald, President 
of the Pacific Bank of San Francisco, and other 
prominent business men and capitalists of this city 
and the East. The eompany is a consolida- 
tion of the San Franeisco and Ocean Shore, 
California Central, and Denver. Het Springs 
and Pacific Gompanies. The road will of 
standard gauge and willrun from San Franeisco 
to Denver, via Santa Cruz, crossing the Southern 
Pacific at Minturn, through the Big Trees and 
Yosemite, and over the Sierra Nevadas at the head 
waters of the San Joaquin River to Crystal Springs, 
Nev. From there a branch line will be built south 
to the Atlantic and Pacific in Arizona. Continu- 
ing from Crystal Springs the main line will goto 
Iron Springs, Utah, from which a second branch of 
50 miles will be built to Milford, the Southern 
terminus of the Utah Central, making a connes- 
tion with the Union Pacific. From Milford the 
road willrun in an easterly direction, via Hill’s 
Valley and Morrison, to the Denver Road, already 
located 800 miles east from San Francisco and 200 
west from Denver, and will when completed be 
the shortest road over the easiest grades between 
the two cities. Should no difficulty be encountered 
in obtaining an entrance to San Francisco the 
road will prove a formidable competitor to the 
Central Pacifie, At an election of officers held this 
afternoon William Walker, of the St. Louis and 
Hannibal Road, was elected President. and John 
Sharp, of Salt Lake City, and E. T. Wells, of Den- 
ver, Vice-Presidents. The construetion of the 
road will be begun immediately.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 30.—The stock- 
holders of the Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis and Chicago Railroad held their an- 
nual meeting yesterday in this eity and 
elected as Directors for the ensuing year 
George A. Hoadly, George Wilshire, Samuel 
J. Broadwell, M. E. Ingalls, B. F. Evans, Larz 
Andersen, C. W. West, George Bliss, C. P. Hunting- 
ton, R. R. Cable, Thomas A. Morris, Thomas H. 
Sharpe and Joseph 8S. Fay. The only change made in 


the {directory was the election of Mr. Fay in place 
of Gen. Devereux. Of 70,000 shares 51,817 were 
voted. The statement, read by President 
Ingalls, showed that sinee the date of the 
reorganization of the roed to June 30, 1883, three 
— and four months, the gross earnings have 
een $8,111,453 98; operating expenses, taxes, 
bond interest, and dividends, $7,757,808 96; 
surplus, $353,644 97. There were received from 
sale of stock, $2,272,863 98; sale of grounds, $176,- 
619 09; from loans outstanding, $457.228 50; total, 
$3,280,356 49. This has been expended on improve- 
ments to road bed,clevators, and the Union station 
at Cincinnati and in advances to leased 
lines. The bonded debt has slightiy decressed 
but the annual interest charges have increased 
about $125,000, owing tothe amount required to 
meet the interest payments on bonds of leased 
Jines. The net earnings since the reorganization 
have increased 67 per cent. 

The Directors re-elected M. E. Ingalls President 
and E. F. Osborne Secretary and Treasurer. After 
the election was disposed of President Ingalls 
made a brief address to the Directors stating what 
improvements were still needed on the road, 
and it was voted unanimously to pass all 
dividends until these improvements were 
made and the floating debt paid. This, President 
Ingalls thought. could certainly be accomplished 
in 18 months.

CUTTING IN EXCURSION RATES. 
Exumrra, N. Y., Oct. 30.—There is a lively 
competition between the New-York. Lake Erie 
and Western and the Delaware. Lackawanna and 
Western Railroads relating to excursion matters. 
A committee of young men connected with the 


Baptist Church at Owego got up an excursion to 
New-York over the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Road ostensibly in the interests of the 
church society. They put the rate at $5 50 for the 
round trip from this eity. This is $2 cheaper than 
the fare one way by the Erie. The Erie folks 
promptly put down the rates to the same amount 
on all trains for five days, beginning to- 
day.

Each com- 
pany sent out excursion trains this morning which 
ere advertised to arrive in New-York between 6 
and 7 o’clock, in time for evening entertainments. 
The cutting of rates is confined only to this ex-

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERKXSTS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30.—The stockholders 
of the Pemberten and Sea Shore Railroad Com- 
Dany and the Philadelphia and Long Brarch Rail- 
way Company met in Camden to-day and adopted 
an agreement of consolidation and merger, the 
new company to be called the Philadelphia and 


Long Branch Railroad Company. The line formed 
by the combination gives a continuous railroad 
trom the Camden and Burlington County Railroad, 
near Pemberton Junction, to the New-York and 
Long Branch Railroad, near Bayhead, N, J., a dis- 
tance of 45% miles. 

ALBANY, Oct. 30.—The Harlem River Rail- 
road Company was incorporated to-day, with a 
capital of $2,000,000, Its object is to construct a 
road from the junction of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartforé and the New-York and Har- 
lem Railroads in East Chester, in a southerly direc- 
tion along the Harlem River to Mott Haven, a dis- 
tance of eight miles. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 30.—The gross earn- 
ings of the Norfolk and Western Railroad for Sep- 
tember were $286,557: expenses, $127,758; net earn- 
ings, $158,799; an increase of $38,630, as compared 
with the corresponding mosth last year. The total 
net earnings for the nine months of 1883 were 
$896,540, being an inorease as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year of $171,549. 


Erie, Penn., Oct. 30.—It was stated upon

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DEMOCRATS WORKING HARD.

THE VIRTUOUS COUNTY ORGANIZATION— 
MORE NOMINATIONS MADE. 


To offset the impression created at the meet- 
ing of Tammany’s Cemmittee on Organization that 
the Demoeratic State ticket is likely to suffer in 
this City, the County Democracy’s Executive Com- 
mittee held a meeting last evening and its mem- 
bers expressed the eheeriest views in regard to 
both the State ticket and the union County ticket. 
Justice Kilbreth presided, Commissioner Thomp- 
son requested that the districts be called in 
numerical order and that expressions of 


opinion be advanced as to the_ safe- 
ty of these two tickets. He said that 
the public prints had ereated the impression that 
these particular candidates were to be hacked and 
slaughtered by Democrats. If this impression was 
well founded, it was high time that the organiza- 
tion knew it and took some steps to prevent any 
such dishonesty. He did not believe such stories 
himself. He deplored most sincerely the possibili- 
ty of any member of the organization swapping or 
trading either the State or county ticket, or a 
single name on those tickets. Mr. Thompson said 
there was no necessity for referring to the local 
candidates, such as the Senatorial, Assembly, and 
Aldermanic. 

Secretary Donlin called the roll. A deatblike 
stillness reigned. As for that matter, a great deal 
of the solemnity of the grave has pervaded all the 
deliberations ef the County Democracy of late. 
All the representatives of the first nine districts 
reported that no dissensions whatever existed so 
far as the two tickets are concerned. Excise Com- 
missioner Mitchell, of the Tenth, reported that his 
was a strongly secial district. (By that he meant 
a district of bibulous propensities.) It was 
thought at first that this fact might prove 
disastrous to some of the candidates, (he meant 
Mr. Maynard.) but a canvass had convinced him 
that this would not be the case. Justice Ford re- 
ported that the Demoerats never slaughtered one 
another in the Eleventh, which is a Republican dis- 
trict. Supervisor Costigan pledged himself to 
wheel Commissioner Thompson from the Battery 
to Union-square if any candidate's majority in the 
Fifteenth is less than 3,500. He had heard of no 
dissatisfaction and knew of no possibility of dis- 
loyalty inthe direction indicated by his friend of 
the Publio Works Department. 

The committee ascertained from Justice Maurice 
J. Power that the Sixteenth District is ‘tan oid 
stamping ground” of Jimmy O’Brien, and that 
the Independents’ candidate for Register pos- 
sessed some strength over there. In fact, three or 
four members of the ¢ nty Democracy’s District 
General Committee, in their zeal for Mr. O’Brien, 
had temporarily resigoed for the purpose of 
pushing his canvass e gloom was much in- 
creased by this admission. and Secretary Donlin felt 
unable to proceed with the roli-call fora full min- 
ute. Justice Murray, of the Seventeenth, reported 
thatthe fight in his district was of ‘‘an entirely 
different character,’’ and that it did not include 
either the State or County§tickets. Commissioner 
Thompson spoke for the Eighteenth. He knew of 
no County Democrat who would sacrifice either 
ticket. A meeting would be held to-night, at 
which the most extraordinary effort would be 
made to secure an active support of both tickets. 
Jobn D. Coughlin reported that the feeling was 
wearing away in the Twentieth, that the County 
Democracy had, in securing the recognition of 
regularity, got a white elepbant on its hands which 
it was willing to give some otherfellow. Mr. 
Gizang Gizung thought that both tickets 
would be supported in the Twenty-first, 
and s0 did the gentlemen from the Twen- 
ty-third and Twenty-fourth Districts. Hav- 
ing satisfied the reporters that all was 
lovely in the matter of these two tickets, the com- 
mittee went into executive session to determine 
to what extent swapping and trading generally 
should be indulged in in order to elect County 
Democracy Aldermen. In point of frankness and 
honesty Tammany excelis this organization, fer 
Tammany admitted, what everybody knows, that 
there isa great deal of feeling ameng Democrats 
against Mr. Maynard. k 

The indorsement of Edward Browne for City 
Court Judge, by the Independent Citizens has 
created a breeze among a great many Democrats. 
They say that he has no right to allow his name to 
be used by an organization whose avowed purpose

izations. Mr. Browne counseled with his Irving 
Hall friends.

MATTHEW ARNOLD'S VIEWS 


FIRST APPEARANUVE ON THE AMER- 
IOAN LECTURE PLATFORM. 

THE INFLUENCE OF NUMBERS IN ANCIENT 
AND MODERN NATIONS, AND WHAT MR. 
ARNOLD HOPES FROM THE MINORITY. 

Chickering Hail was crowded to its walls 
last evening by a trilliant audience, assembled to 
hear Mr. Matthew Arnold's first lecture in this 

country on “ Numbers.” «a few minutes after 8 

o’clock Mr. Arnold was escorted to the centre of 

the platform by Mr. Parke Godwin, Mr. Wayne Mac- 

Veagh following. The distinguished leeturer’s bair 

was carefully parted down the median line, and 

his whiskers were neatly brushed. He was attired 
in evening dress, wore a standing cellar of the 
latest pattern, and had asingie eye-glass suspended 
around his neek by a black silk cord. Altogether 
he looked like an édition de luxe of George William 
Curtis as he was 20 years ago. He was welcomed 
by a gentle outburst of hand clapping, to which he 
responded by three bows and one smile. When he 
smiled he kept his lips closed. He then sat down 
ard critically examined the house through his sin- 
gle glass, while Mr. Parke Godwin made an intro- 
ductory speech lasting 15 minutes. Mr. Arnold then 
stepped forward and was again,applauded. He 


gazed around the gallery and began his discourke 
in a low and rather har-h tone. He held his 
printed lecture in his hand and referred to it al- 
most every moment. While speaking he made no 
gestures, but constantly turned his head from side 
to side. He did not epen his mouth once wide 
enough to show his teeth, and pursed up his lips in 
such a way as to smother most of his{consonants. 
He dropped his voiee so at the close Of each sen- 
tence that the last two or three words were wholly 
inaudible at a distance of 20 feet. His manner was 
much like that of a coliege Professor in bis class- 
room. His lecture was freely interiardea with 
Greek and Latin words and whole aragraphs of 
French, all of which he eransiated. except the 
name of one Roman goddess which no one heard. 

The lecture began with a description of Athens 
during the administration of Cleobulus. Plato's 
account of its brilliancy, superficiality, and sensu- 
ality was translated. ‘This the speaker then com- 
pared with Isaiah’s account of the Kingdom of 
Judah. During this part of bis lecture he was in- 
terrupted by cries of ‘‘Louder!” “Can’t hear 
you.” He did not speak any more loudly, however. 
Plato and Isaiah, he said, saw that an unsound State 
could not stand. “ Mr. Arnold, we cannot hear you,” 
said a voice from the rear of the house. The lecturer 
then spoke a trifle more loudly. The philosopher 
and the prophet, he continued, agreed that the 
majority was always unsound, and saw the great 
necessity of astrong and correct remnant. To 
shake a State to its centre, one man wight suffice. 
To accomplish any great change in its character, a 
considerable body of workers was needed. We 
should need Isaiah again and again, and do homage 
to the statement that States were to be saved bv 
the righteous remnant. In Athens and Judah the 
remnant was too small to be effective. We have 
earned the right to hope. 

The speaker then took a text from the New Tes- 
tament which advised men to let their minds 
awell upon whatever was just and amiable 
and elevating and true. Politieians do not follow 
this rule, but truth overrides them and saves 
States. Asan instance, England’s relations with 
Ireland might be quoted. The conquerors of the 
Emeraid Isle had failed in respect of justice. This 
failure might have been overcome had nota sec- 
ond failure been made in amiability. Another in- 
Stance was to be found in France. The lecturer had 
always been strougly drawn toward France. M. 
Saint Beuve had written to him once saying that be 
bad penetrated the secret of the French nation and 
its literature. He haa always cherished that letter 
with pride. Whether he deserved it or not, he had 
certainly devoted much of his time to that study, 
which was sadiy and undeservedly neglected at 
the present time. The foundation of the French 
character came from the original Gaul. This was 
subsequently modified hy the Roman conquest, the 
result being the Gallo-Latin nature, in which sen- 
suality was prominent. Then came the con- 
= of the Franks, which imparted a strong 

erman tinge to the mational ckaracter. But 
the Gallo-Latin sensuality had prevailed so far as 
to prevent France from ever having had .an art 
which was religious in its depth and breadth, an 
art such as Pindar and Phidias gave to Athens, and 
Dante and Angelo to italy. This trait of the French 
nature was 80 strong that it had carried away an 
enlightened, thinking man like M. Ernest Renan, 
and caused him to say that nature cared nothing fer 
chastity. Sueh a saying did not spring from M. Re- 
nan’sown life. That was perfectly pure and correet. 
He raid that it was himself, and he ought to know. 
He vciced the nature of the people at an intel- 
lectual height, just as Zola did on the ground. 
Whatever nature might think, human nature cer- 
tainly cared a great deal about this matter. The 
failing of France was made manifest in her popu- 
lar leeture. This showed how farthe disease had’ 
gone. Unless a change came the national life must 
be more and more impaired until it perished. 
France, with her thirty-five millions of people, 
might hope that there would be within her bounds 
a large enough sound remnant to save her. 

The speaker then turned tothe United States. 
He had spoken, perhaps, he said, enough about 
this country in times gone by. Here there were 
fifty millionsof people. The country was strong in 
numbers, but the rule of the philosophers and 
prophets might be applied. The majority was 

robably wrong, even in New-York City. In a 

emocratic community like this the danger might 
lie in a certain want of respect, in a boundless au- 
dacity. The failureof the mind to contemplate 
what is elevating might be the cause of decay, 
“But youare fifty millions,” he said. ‘What a 
remnant is yours!’ He advised his hearers 
not to make too sure of the efficacy of that 
remnant. Mere numbers would not do all. As- 
syria and Rome had numbers, but they decayed. 
Americans were largely sprung from German 
stock, the best parentage in the world for any na- 
tion. They also had the results of Puritanism in 
conserving the appetite for good. These thingsin 
so large a nation might produce a saving remnant. 

The audienee listened to the speaker with rapt 
attention and applauded long and loudly at the 
close of the discourse. Many persons remarked, 
bois i aaa the hail, that they had not heard 

alf of it.

THE DYNAMITH EXPLOSION. 


FURTHER PARTICULARS CONCERNING 
ACCIDENT 

PITTSBURG, Oct. 30.—Hundreds of people 

visited the scene of the dynamite explosion at 

Erook’s tunnel to-day. A piece of ahuman foot 

was picked up half a mile from the shed where the 

explosive was stored. A finger was found in an- 


other place, one side of a man’s face was found 
lodged in atree, and bits of clothing and smal! 
pieces of flesh were founda in various places. The 
shed was reduced to splinters. Where it stood 
there is a hole in the ground 10 feet deep and 30 or 
40 feotin circumference. Large trees were torn 
up by the roots, and pieces of rock, some of them 
weighing as much as aton, were hurled in all 
directions. The shoek caused by the explo- 
sion was felt at a distance of 16 miles. 
Many persons thought it was an earthquake, 
and hurriedly left their houses. Three of the vio- 
tims were laborers employed in widening the tun- 
nels, the other two were part of the crew of the 
gravel train. They were seated in the dynamite- 
house around a hot stove, when the heat became 
s0 oppressive that two of them left the building 
and went across the river, the other three remain- 
ing. About this time Engineer George Reynolds 
and Flagman Charles Tissue came through the 
tunnel from the west with their gravel train, ana 
ran it on a siding in order to permit a freight train 
which was following them to pass. The freight 
train did not come up as soon as was expected, 
and Reynolds and Tissue walked toward the mouth 
of the tunnel to ascertain if it was approaching. 
Seeing that he had afew minutes to spare, Rey- 
nolds sat on the ground with his back against the 
building, and, taking a newspzper from his pocket, 
began toread. ‘Tissue stood nearby. Just then 
the explosion occurred, and building and men dis- 
appeared. Hair of six colors was found to-day, 
leading to the belief that six men perished.

BRIBERY AT CREEDMOOR. 
TWO MARESMEN DEBARRED FROM FUTURE 
COMPETITION AT THE RANGE. 

The Executive Committee of the National 
Rifle Association met yesterday afternoon in No. 
202 William-street to investigate charges against 
Lieut. B. A. Skinnell, of Company H, Ninth Regi- 
ment, who was accused of bribing seorers at Creed- 
moor during the competition for the State marks- 
mmanship medal. There were present Gen. George 
W. Wingate, the Chairman, and Gen. S. R. Smith, 
ol. R. C. Ward, Col. Joseph G. Story, Col. HB. 
‘@ Litebfield, and George J. Seabury, besides 


the accused man. When the charges were read 
be declared every one to be false. The scorers 
whom he was aecused of bribing testified against 
bim. B. E. Hinrichs, who scored at target No. 2 
on the 300 yards’ range, said that Lieut. Skinnell 
= to him andasked if he could get him a mus- 
et, and that be (the scorer) directed him to the 
pustodian of arms for it. Then Skinnell asked him 
where he dined and gave him 50 cents to buy his 
dinner with. Then the Lieutenant said: ‘‘I can’t 
phoot very well and I want to get ascore.” The 
witness usted the sights of the musket 
and Skinnell tired three shots, makiog three 
visses, and the witness gave him a score of 
16. The witness alleged that he at once reported 
ease to the chief scorer.and also informed Col. 
Yose. Lieut. Skinnell emphatically denied the 
Beorer’s story and said that he gave him the 50 
cents for the use of the musket, and thought his 
soore of 26 wasall right. O. F. Glover, the scorer 
mt the 200 * range, testified that on the same 
day Skinnell came to his target and gave him 50 
cents. The witness asked what the money was 
for, and Skinnell told him it was for his dinner, and 
‘Went on to say that he couldau’t shoot very well, 
but wished to qualify that day. and asked the wit- 
ess to give him ascore. The witness gave him 19, 
although he did not shoot at all, and at once report- 
ed the matter to Mr. William M. V who was in 
plarge of the range that day. Skinnell aiso denied 
Vais witness's story and said that he gave him the 
money so that he would let him practice in the af- 
ternoon. William M. Vese, who was executive 
officer at Creedmoor on the day of the alleged 
bribery, testified that Skinnell purchased the en- 
try tickets to the ranges from him and paid hima 
two-dollar bill. Tne witness gave him a one-dollar 
bill in change and Skinnell asked for silver in place 
of the bili. After the seorers had reported the bribes 
given them the witness spoke to Skinnell about the 
matter and he replied that he did not intend to do 
Avy barm. 
ie case was then closed, and Col. Ward oftered 
RB resolution that Skinnell be found guilty and be 
ebarred from farther competition at Creedmoor. 
The resolution was adopted unanimeusly, and 
Gen. Wingate reprimanded Skinnell very severely. 
A resolution was also adopted that a eertified copy 
of the evidence be forwarded to the commanding 
officer of the guilty man’s regiment.

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SEEKING JO DISBAR A LAWYER. 
WILLIAM R. MARTIN’S CONNECTION WITH 
THE PLATT ESTATE. 

Mr. William R. Martin was once a very 
prominent lawyer and real estate operator in this 
City. In recent years he has come before the pub- 
lic very seldom, and chiefly in connection with the 
estate of the late Nathan C. Platt, who was at one 
time City Chamberlain. He has been the coun- 


sel of William H. Platt, who was the 
Executor of Nathan C. Piatt’s will, but 
who was removed from that post. The 
building Nos. 119 and 121 Nassau-street belongs to 
the Platt estate. In 1877 William H. Platt was ap- 
pointed Receiver of the building for the mere pur- 
pose of keeping it in good order. The Union Trust 
Company was appointed Receiver of the rents, and 
it was the duty of William H. Platt to present to 
that corporation proper vouchers for the work, 
&0., done on the building whenever drawing for 
money with which to pay bills. A Referee to 
whom William H. Platt’s accaunts were pre- 
sented about two years ago made a report to the 
Supreme Court, charging the Receiver and his law- 

er, Mr. Martin, with wrongdoing. He said that 

latt had signed in blank a number of drafts on 
the Union Trust Company, and had given them to 
Martin, who had used them to draw money fraud- 
ulently. For instance, Martin had, so the Keferee 
reported, drawn from the Trust Company $501, os- 
tensibly to pay a carpenter’s bill. He did not pay 
the bill, but, after the carpenter had done more 
work, of the value of $493, induced him to make 
an omnibus bill for $994, on the authority of which 
be drew that sum from the Trust Company 
and paiditto him. Altogether, the Referee re- 
ported, Martin drew $1,296 54 to pay bills, and 
kept the money. In the opinion of the Referee, 
Willliem H. Platt did wrong in allowing Martin to 
act for him, and ought to be compelled to repay 
the misappropriated money. with interest, making 
altogether the sum of $1,429 50. Judge Barrett 
confirmed the report. Several monvhs later, as 
Platt had failed to repaythe money, the same 
Judge issued a warrant of attachment against him. 
The warrant has never been served, as Platt, it is 
said, keeps ont of New-York. 

When the Keferee’s report was confirmed Judge 
Barrett was called on to send it to the Supreme 
Court, General Term, with a recommendation that 
William R. Martin’s name sheuld be stricken from 
the roll of attorneys and counselors. Judge Bar- 
rett took noaction on the recommendation, but 
about a week ago an ex parte order was mude by 
Judge Daniels directing Mr. Martin to show 
cause before the General Term on _ the 
first Monday ef January next why he 
should not be disbarred. Mr. Martin has been for 
many years one of the officers of the University of 
the City of New-York. He was at one time owner 
of a great quantity of west side real estate, 
through the depreciation of whieh he lost much 
money. The only public office he ever held was 
that of a Commissioner of Public Parks.

ANOTHER DISHONEST CLFRE. 

For the past two years Joseph M. McEner- 
ney,a young man, has been employed as book- 
keeper in the New-York agency of the Jersey City 
Steel-works, at Nos. 99 and 101 Jobn-street. Two 
weeks ago he was directed to balance a certain ac- 


count, but he failed to do so satisfactorily. He 
was given three days in which to accomplish the 
task. On the second day he went to Mr. Burrows, 
who has charge of the agency. and told him that 
the account could not be balanced. He then con- 
fessed that he had been systematically robbing the 
firm, and that an examination of the books would 
show how much he had stolen. He prom- 
ised Mr. Burrows that if the firm would 
employ an expert accountant to examine 
the books he would remain and assist him. 
An accountant was employed, and, faithful to his 
promise, McEnerney remained at his post, giving 
the accountant all the aid in his power. It was 
found tbat he had taken nearly $3,500 of the 
money paid in by customers. He had entered the 
payments on the ledger and had pocketed the 
money, making no other entry in any of the books, 
Yesterday his arrest was ordered, and he was 
taken into custody by Detective Sergeant Frink, 
who found him at his desk, still engaged in going 
through the books of the concern with the ac- 
countant. He said that he had spent the stolen 
money in betting on horse races, and in company 
with tast women.

SUICIDE IN THE GERMAN HOSPITAL. 

Ludwig Maue, a German laborer, who for- 
merly lived at No. 438 West Thirty-eighth-street, 
committed suicide yesterday afternoon by hanging 
himself in the cellar of the German Hospital. He 


was admitted to the hospital on the 18th-inst. suf- 
fering from inflammation of the right radius. He had 
broken the right arm twice. and was afraid that he 
was to become permanently disabled.

FRENCH BENEVOLENT WORR. 

The annual meeting of the French Benevo- 
lent Society wiil be held at 8 o’clook this evening, 
in Steok Hall, No. 11 East Fourteenth-street, when 
the report of President Charles Renauld wil! be 


read and officers for the ensuing year will be elect- 
ed. During the past year the society has given aid 
to 2,708 persons and expended $3,944 78 in the 
work. In affording out-door aid 19,178 pounds of 
bread have been distributed, 125 pairs of shoes, 76 
tons of fuel, and 61 lodgings and meals bave been 
given. Fer prescriptions $55 05 has been expend- 
ed, 5 persons have been buried, 78 have been placed 
in situations, and 105 have been sent home to 
Franee. The Directors have mace 125 visits, 
and pkysielans have been employed to make 69 
visits. In the work of in-door aid, 1,183 lodgings, 
2.662 meals. and 263 baths have been furnished to 
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the needy. In the dispensary patients have been 
nage for 1,82) times, and 1,507 presoriptious 

ave been prepared. The hospita! has provided 
shelter and treatment to 232 patients, of which 
only 14 have died. The total expense of this work 
has been $14,455 38, about 2 per cent. more than 
the expense ef last year, while the number of per- 
sons assisted was 1 per cent. more, ana the relief 
extended through the hospital 27 per cent. more. 


TWO BOTILES OF LAUDANUM. 
SUICIDE OF A SPIRITUALIST—AN ACCOMMO- 
DATING CORONER, 

A man about 45 years of age, tall and 
bearded, registered Monday afternoon at the Man- 
hattan Hotel, Broadway and Canal-street, as A. 
W. Perrett, from Philacelphia. He was assigned 
@ room on the fourth floor, and retired at 
onee, saying that he was tired and wanted 
to rest, Yesterday morning about 8 o'clock 


one of the chamber-maids wanted te clean the 
room and knocked at the door. There was no re- 
sponse. After rapping for some time the maid be- 
came alarmed and informed the proprietor, The 
latter got upon a chair and looked through the 
transom. He saw the guest lying in bed, undressed, 
and apparently lifeless. The door was broken 
open, and it was found that the man was 
dead. On the table, near the bed, there were 
two empty vials that had contained lauda- 
num, and a small flask nearly full of whisky. 
It was evident that the man bad committed sui- 
cide, and word was immediately sent to Coroner 
Kennedy. The proprietor of the hotel asked the 
Coroner not to remove the body before nightfail, 
because if it were taken away during the day a 
crowd would be sure to collect, and the business 
of the hotel m ghtthus be injured. This aceom- 
modating Coroner not only granted the request, 
but did not even take the trouble to examine the 
dead man’s effects to establish his identity. He 
did pot even appear at the Coroner's office during 
the day, but was onee found in his undertaker 
establishment, and then went out again, it was 
said, to canvass the ward. 

Deputy Coroner Conway went to the hotel about 
4 o’clock and found Coroner Kennedy's brother, 
who, about 3 o'clock, did not know anything about 
the case,nor where the hote! was,assisting other men 
in carrying down the corpsein a coffin. Dr. Conway 
examined the dead man’s papers, among which 
were three letters showing that his name was Per- 
rettet, and indicating that he had been employed 
either in the War or the Treasury Department in 
Washington, and was a Spiritualist. One letter 
was dated Oct. 23, War Department, Adjutant- 
General's office. The writer, whose name was ap- 
parently W. Hershen, tells him that he was very 
giad to hear of Perrettet’s satisfactory sitting with 
Mrs. Robinson, asks him whether he had 
already seen Dr. Siade, and advises him to 
see A. J. Davis. He tells him to get all the 
pews, terrestrial and spiritual, while in tne 
Metropolis, and on his return to Washington the 
writer would sit at his feet and listen with rever- 
ence and awe to his experiences in Spiritualism. 
The other letter, signed Vail, from the Treasury 
Department, Third Auditor’s office. also relates to 
Spiritualism. There was a third letter, signed An- 
nie, which the Deputy Coroner did not read. Per- 
rettet had been boarding for some time at No. 136 
West Twelfth-street, and during mest of the time 
he had been under the intinence of liquor and 
quarrelsome. His conduct beeame so violent that 
he was told to leave the house,

FRRRY-BOAT PILOTS CENSURED. 

Messrs. Fairchild and Matthews, the United 
States Local Inspeetors of Steam-boats, rendered 
their report yesterday in regard to the collision 
between the ferry-boats Weehawken and Pavonia 
on the 15th inst. They found that doth pilots were 
at fault, but that Isaae Taylor, the pilot of the Pa- 
vonia, was mere at fault than Silas Spicer, the 


pilot of the Weehawken, because Taylor claims 
not to have seen the Weehawken until she was 
within 15 feet of the Pavovia. “He sounded no 
whistle,” the report says, ‘‘and did not ring to 
* stop and back’ until the moment of the collision, 
although it is the imperative duty of all pilots to be 
continually vigilant at all times.’’ The want of 
proper care and vigilance on the part of Taylor 
was, in the opinion of the Inspectors, ‘‘the pri- 
mary cause of the accident,”’ and they also express 
the opinion that “it was owingto his inattention 
that he did not hearthe signal of the Weehawken.” 
The pilot of the Weehawken contributed to the 
collision in not giving the proper signal to the Pa- 
vonia which the situation of the two boats de- 
manded. The license cf the pilot of the Pavonia 
was suspended for 60 daysand that of the Wee- 
hawken’s pilot for 30 days.

UNDERGROUND TELEGRAPH WIRES.

The problem has been most complex and difficult, 
but the Special Committee on Devices, to whom this 
branch of the subject was referred, believes that 
it has found a system, or rather parts of several 
systems, that may be combined so ag to give a sat- 
isfactory solution of the problem. Over 500 de- 
vices, from nearly every civilized country, have 
been examined by the committee. Nearly every 
day has brought forth some devices or inventions. 
As soon as this committee reports, which will 
occur before Jong, the Committees on Law and 
Franchises and Business Organization will make 
ready their reports. The committee is made up of 
prominent officers in nearly every telegraph and 
telephone company inthe City.
